In view of the increasing strength of the torpedo 
wat flotilla of the Navy, Lieut. Edward L. Beach, U. 
K.N.. makes the pertinent suggestion that a more 


rystematie course of training be provided for officers 
hnd men detailed to the torpedo service. At present, 
ah instruction is open to a comparatively small 
jumber of officers and men. At the Newport school, for 
nstance, only three officers received torpedo instruction 
ast summer, and all three were detached and assigned to 


ther duties before completing the course. A small 
sortion of the personnel of the Navy is receiving tor- 
vedo instruction of the highest quality, but what is 
ieeded is a course so general in its application to both 
Mficers and men that it would be possible on short 
1otice to put into commission a torpedo flotilla with 
horoughly trained officers and crews who have been 
horoughly trained in torpedo boat work. The torpedo 
nstruction now given in the Navy may be divided into 
hree parts, that given at Newport; the instruction re- 
ived by the officers and men in charge of the torpedo- 
ats in reserve; and that received by the officers and 
nen attached to boats in regular service commission. The 
alue of the third section of this training is almost ines- 
imable. For its purposes one destroyer and six torpedo 
oats are used. These vessels are in constant activity, ex- 
prcised separately and in section. Lieutenant Chandler’s 
ection uses the German tactics; the section approaches 
t full speed, the boats grouped to form a wedge; when 
t a desired distance from the point of attack the 
wats disperse, fire their torpedoes, and endeavor to get

Chandler, and will be used for the purpose of giving the 
young midshipmen instruction in the contro] and manage- 
ment of torpedo craft. Few midshipmen will be on the 
Texas, but the Indiana and Hartford, besides the de- 
stroyers, will have their full quota of the young men. 
The so-called Training Squadron, to be commanded by 
Rear Admiral William C. Wise, is also to rendezvous on 
May 20, but at Hampton Roads. The Prairie, Essex 
and Monongahela are already in the Roads, and the 
Topeka, Columbia and Yankee are under orders to be 
there by May 20. It has not yet been definitely decided 
which of these Admiral Wise will select for his flagship, 
but it is probable that he will take the Columbia until 
the Minneapolis can be ordered to join the Squadron. 








Brig. Gen. Henry L. Abbot, U.S.A., retired, who has 
been long and prominently identified with the isthmian 
canal project as an expert in engineering problems, again 
offers an opinion with respect to the relative merits 
of the Panama route and the Nicaraguan route. There 
are seismographs near Panama and at San Jose de Costa 
Rica in Nicaragua, which record automatically the in- 
tensity and duration of earth tremors. These records, 
covering a period of thirty months including March ot 
the present year, show that during that time there were 
eight earth tremors at Panama, only two of which were 
sufficiently strong to be recognized by the natives, while 
on the Nicaraguan route there were 114 tremors, of which 
fifty-five were light shocks ana twenty-one were strong 
shocks. The light tremors on the Panama route if put 
together would have occupied only two or three minutes, 
while the 114 on the Nicaragua route would have occu- 
pied more than eleven minutes. Commenting on these 
facts, General Abbot says the shocks on the Nicaragua 
route would have shaken the walls of a canal out of 
plumb, besides seriously damaging the machinery used in 
operating the canal. In view of this excellent showing 
in favor of the Panama route, there is ground for appre- 
hension in the non-action of the Colombian Congress 
with respect to the treaty ceding the route to the United 
States. While there may be nu truth whatever in the 
persistently repeated report that money from some un- 
known source is being extensively used to prevent the 
ratification of the treaty, the fact remains that there 
has recently developed a mysterious opposition to rati- 
fication that is open to suspicion. The failure of the 
canal treaty through the non-action of the Colombian 
Congress would be an international misfortune, but the 
chances are that such a failure would be decidedly more 
embarrassing to the present government of Colombia than 
to anybody else. For that reason we look for the rati- 
fication of the compact either during the regular session 
of the Colombian Congress, which is soon to end, or at 
the extra session, which begins in June.

As an exposition of the proposition that one has noth- 
ing to gain by belittling one’s rivals, peculiar interest 
attaches to a paper read at a recent meetting of the En- 
gineers’ Club of Philadelphia, by Admiral Melville on the 
military importance of naval engineering experiments. 
In the course of his paper he expressed the opinion that 
Germany’s battleships, considering their tonnage, are the 
best afloat, their superiority being due to the fact that 
they possess a triple screw installation of machinery, 
thus giving the motive power of larger battleships econ- 
omical, structural and tactical advantage over similar 
high-powered vessels of rival nations. The rise of Ger- 
many as a naval and maritime power in the last thirty 
years is one of the most impressive developments of mod- 
ern sea power, and this success, say Admiral Melville, 
can be accounted for only “by recognizing the fact that 
study, reflection and research must have been expended 
in the preparation of plans, in the building up and the 
organization of the shipyards, and in laying out and 
carrying on the work of construction.” The mechanical 
excellence of German naval construction is due in very 
large degree to the influence of the great experimental 
and technical school at Charlottenburg, where every 
ounce of material entering into the structure of a modern 
warship is tested and standardized so thoroughly that the 
possibility of defects or errors is almost wholly eliminat- 
ed. Thanks to the intelligent and long continued efforts 
of Admiral Melville, an institution similar to the one at 
Charlottenburg is soon to be established at Annapolis, 
and there can be no doubt that its work will be as useful 
to the United States Navy as that of the Charlottenburg 
school has been to the German navy. The primary ob- 
ject of the institution is to secure proper standards of ex- 
cellence in materials, thoroughness in workmanship and 
needful accuracy in constructive projects. The Germans 
have accomplished wonders in this respect, and are en- 
tirely deserving of the high praise which Admiral Mel- 
ville has bestowed upon them.

The question of the duties of the General Staff of the 
Army is one in which practically every officer in the 
Service feels a keen interest. There are few officers, 





probably, who have not the ambition sonie time to serve 
on this organization, and it is believed that its creation 
will increase the efficiency of the Army by stimulating 
each individual officer to do his utmost to fit himself for 
duty with the newly established corps. Secretary Root 
has not yet announced a definite program for the Gen- 
eral Staff, but we are reliably informed that besides 
making plans for possible wars and collecting informa- 
tion of a valuable military character, a certain portion of 
the General Staff will settle those matters which have re- 
cently been referred to the War College Board. For 
instance, the War College Board interpreted the Militia 
act, acted upon the recommendations of the Acting 
Quartermaster General for new regimental and corps 
standards and made the allotments for the barracks and 
quarters at the various military posts. As we announced 
in a recent issue, the officers of the General Staff will 
serve abroad as military attachés, and will have entire 
control of the Office of Military Information. At each 
military department at least one General Staff officer will 
be stationed who will act in the nature of an inspector, 
and will make recommendations to the War Department 
and the central board of the General Staff for improve- 
ment of defences, the instruction of men or other matters 
of the like nature. The General Staff is not, as has been 
stated, copied from the General Staff of the German or 
other foreign armies, but it is distinctly an American 
creation. How the future members of the organization 
will be selected, has not yet been decided, but it is be- 
lieved that some system of competitive examination will 
be devised which will prove fair and satisfactory. 





Rear Admiral Higginson, in leaving the North At- 
lantic Squadron, has the satisfaction of knowing that he 
turns over his command to his able successor in excellent 
condition. At New London and Newport last summer, 
and again at Pensacola during a more recent period, 
Admiral Higginson has had opportunity to put the im- 
press of thorough methods and his conscientious devotion 
to duty upon the ships under his command. If some of his 
officers have been a bit restive wnder some of the re- 
strictions placed upon them, such as compeiling the 
use of oars instead of steam in harbor movements, they 
have learned to respect the abilities of their commander 
and his fine qualities of head and heart. Rear Admiral 
Barker is a worthy successor and we are sure that we 
shall hear an excellent account of the Squadron under 
his command. It is a revelation to one not accustomed 
to it to observe the thorough order and system that pre- 
vail in a naval squadron and in each individual vessel. 
A battleship in full fighting trim gives an impression of 
concentrated power which realizes John Ruskins’ descrip 
tion of the ship of the line as “the most honorable thing 
man as a gregarious animal has ever produced” putting 
into it “as much of his human patience, common sense, 
forethought, experimental philosophy, self control, habits 
of order and obedience, thoroughly wrought handwork, 
defiance of brute elements, careless courage, careful 
patriotism and calm expectation of the judgments of 
God” as can well be put into equal space. 





If conditions in Santo Domingo are as described by 
despatches received at the State Department, the death 
of the Dominican Republic is fast approaching, and when 
that happens complications will arise which may become 
a matter of grave concern to the United States. The 
revolutionary forces are in virtual control, business is 
completely paralyzed and as soon as the present civil 
war is ended it will be followed by another, the result of 
which will be the utter ruin of trade and industry. As 
usual, the debt question is the danger point in the situa- 
tion. An enormous amount of Dominican government 
bonds are held in Belgium under an agreement whereby 
the holders, in the event of default in payment of inter- 
est, are authorized to take possession of the Dominican 
custom houses and collect the amount ot the debt. The 
informant of the State Department, whose identity is not 
disclosed, intimates that in case the Dominican Republic 
goes to pieces, as now seems inevitable, there will be an 
attempt on the part of a European power to acquire 
possession of Samana Bay as a site for a naval coaling 
station. Then the United States will be confronted with 
an extremely serious emergency which might have been 
entirely avoided had the United States Senate been as 
far sighted as President Grant and ratified the report of 
a commission appointed by him in 1871 recommending 
the annexation of Santo Domingo to the United States. 
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There could be no more righteous judgment than that 
recently delivered by the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania 
exonerating a member of the National Guard of that 
State who, in the performance of guard duty during the 
late strike in the coal regions, shot and killed a man who 
refused to obey his command to halt. This guardsman, 
Mr. Arthur Wadsworth, was guarding the house of a 
non-union miner, with instructions to allow nobody to 
approach the building, and his orders were to shoot and 
shoot to kill any person who refused to halt when so 
commanded. His act therefore was strictly in the line 
of duty, and his refusal to perform it would have brand- 
ed him as unworthy of his uniform. The decision of the 
court as to his privileges and responsibilities is thorough- 
ly sound and clear, and it is full of light ag to the rela- 
tions of the citizen soldiery to the regularly constituted 
civil authority. Any decision different from that which 
the court has given would have destroyed the usefulness 
of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, exposed the mil- 
‘tary institutions of the State to open contempt and 
served as a direct incitement to amarchy and violence. 
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Major James 8, Pettit, Insp. Gen. Dept., U.S.A., has 
written for the Philadelphia Public Ledger an article 
on the slavery question in the Philippines which sharply 
emphasizes the need of caution and moderation in deal- 
ing with the problem in Mindanao. He contends, as do 
all, or nearly all, Army officers familar with actual 
conditions, that the sudden emancipation of the large 
number of iskanders now held in a species of serfdom 
would be an extremely dangerous proceeding. The 
chances are that if this great body of natives were sud- 
denly thrown upon their own resources, their condition 
would soon be worse than it is at present, whereas 
if proper efforts are made to prevent the extension of 
the system the whole problem will eventually work out 
its own solution. The first need of the situation is an 
effective regulation of land ownership under which the 
poorer classes may acquire legal possession of the lands 
they occupy, and when that is provided the slavery 
question will soon settle itself. Slavery could be sum- 
marily abolished in two ways—by force or by purchase— 
but it would be unwise to adopt either method until an 
operative system of land laws is established. It will 
take much time, expérience and careful observation 
coupled with firmness and justice to devise a suitable 
form of government for these people. “For the present.” 
says Major Pettit, and he knows what he is talking 
about, “‘the situation is safe in the hands of the Army. 
Those of us who have had the most experience in con- 
trolling their affairs agree that whatever form the 
Government may take, it should leave a great deal of 
power in the hands of the chiefs, specifying some limita- 
tions to their punishments and some control of the 
property rights of the people. Slavery can be abolished 
gradually, by stopping all traffic in slaves, declaring 
all persons born since American ownership free and by 
permitting slaves to purchase their freedom at prices 
to be fixed by United States officers. Hand in hand 
with that must go some legislation on the land question 
which will enable them to hold their homes on titles 
from the Government. It will take a lot of talk and 
‘pow wowing,’ but, if it is backed up with a strong 
show of force, it will ultimately be successful. In the 
meantime, we must take the advice given by a man to 
his friend on the French ball and ‘go slow.’ The Span- 
iards made some progress in 300 years. We ought to 
make some in fifty.” 
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In the Journal of the United States Artillery for 
March-April Major A. D. Schenck, Art. Corps, holds that 
“it is a self-evident proposition that the Field Artillery 
should be entirely segregated from the Coast Artillery 
as the two are widely different in their organization, 
instruction and purposes, and, excepting the name ‘Ar- 
tillery’ they have nothing more in common than have the 
In‘antry or Cavalry with Coast Artillery.” Regiments of 
Field Artillery are, he holds, as much required for war 
service as are Infantry regiments, and as we do not wait 
for war to organize the latter, neither can we wisely and 
safely do so for the Field Artillery. ‘The relative value 
of Artillery battalions as military commands should be 
determined by the relative fire areas swept over by the 
respective arms turned through an are of 180 degrees, 
by changes of front, etc. The maximum effective range 
of the musket is 2,000 yards; that of the Artillery shrap- 
nel is 6,500 yards (for shell this range is 7,500). The 
fire areas vary as the squares of their radii, or as 4 to 
42, in favor of the Artillery. Artillery regimental and 
battalion staffs should differ materially from those of the 
Infantry, as the conditions are altogether different. To 
meet the drill and tactical conditions of service and battle 
formations there should be, at least, two field officers with 
each battalion of Field Artillery, one senior in rank and 
not merely in grade. For uniform for the Field Artillery 
Major Schenck would give “to the first five regiments 
the full dress prescribed for the five regiments author- 
ized Dec. 12, 1776; for the sixth regiment, that of the 
regiment authorized April 12, 1808, and so on down 
through the history of the Field Artillery ; the uniform to 
include, if you please, white wig, knee-breeches, buckles, 
silk stockings and all, for the dismounted ceremonies. 
The uniforms would not only be handsome but also, and 
what is far more to the point, they would be historic— 
American, and should never be changed; whereas the 
Service uniforms may be left to the mercy of the uniform 
crank and his tailor.” Major Schenck does not propose 
to decrease the present Artillery Corps in officers or men, 
but to make the proposed Field Artillery battalions an 
additional force.

In connection with the article of Admiral G. W. Mel- 
ville,on the subject, of “In-turning vs Out-turning Screws,” 
that able engineer and naval architect, Mr. Horace See, 
calls our attention to the fact that this matter was directly 
before him in 1886 in the case of the dynamite gunboat 
Vesuvius; also later in 1887 in that of the Sandy Hook 
steamer Monmouth. Mr. See says: “The different con- 
ditions connected with the working of these vessels ax 
well as others were then carefully considered and a con- 
clusion reached by me that the advantages of the out- 
turning screw were superior in the following particulars: 
Ist—In the speed—as the skin friction would be less. 
2d—In handiness—as the radial currents from the screws 
would not be thrown against the hull connected with 
itself, but against a separate and independent object or 
abutment. 3d—In duriability—as the radial currents 
would throw any floating object at this point out and 
away from the hull and not between it and the screws. 
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In consideration of the above the out-turning screw was 
adopted and its performance has, as far as I can learn, 
fully borne out the wisdom of so doing, the Vesuvius 
under a guarantee of 20 knots having attained a speed 
of 21.65, and the Monmouth not only meeting all re- 
quirements, but now holding the position of pacemaker 
in New York Harbor after the expiration of fifteen years 
of active service. The handiness associated with this ar- 
rangement has been quite conspicuous the Monmouth 
docking without the assistance of lines by the working of 
the screw alone. Their freedom from preakage has also 
been quite marked. Although there has been no compara- 
tive performance in the case of either vessel with both 
kinds of screw their success warrants the assumption that 
the present arrangement is best for speed, as well as for 
all around conditions, until the contrary is shown after 
complete experiments have been made.” 
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Thanks to the broad intelligence which has guided 
the negotiations among the representatives of Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy and Venezuela, a case has been 
made up for submission to The Hague Tribunal which 
is calculated to elicit from that body an authoritative 
ruling on two extremely important questions of inter- 
national law. The first of these questions is whether 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy are entitled to pre- 
ferential treatment in the payment of their claims 
against Venezuela from the custom house revenues of 
the last named country, and the second is whether 
nations, singly or in combination, have the right to 
block and bombard the ports of a debtor nation as a 
means of collecting money due to them. The agree- 
ment to submit these points to The Hague Tribunal 
must be recognized as a distinct triumph for American 
diplomacy, and it prepares the way for a decision which 
is of vital concern to the Central and South American 
republics, whose financial obligations to Europe have 
in more than one instance seriously imperilled their 
commercial and territorial interests. It was only a 
little while before the recent blockade of Venezuelan 
ports by Great Britain and Germany that those nations 
invited the United States to join them in a similar 
movement for debt-collecting purposes against Guate- 
mala, but the reply was, as in the Venezuela case, that 
the Government at Washington did not approve such 
methods of enforcing payment. Whether such methods 
of collecting debts are found in international law, there- 
fore, becomes a question in which the United States is 
directly interested and which The Hague Tribunal is 
definitely empowered to adjudicate. A decision sus- 
taining the American position would be a pledge of 
justice and fair play among nations. 
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A correspondent, E. H. Young, suggests that if the 
changes proposed ir. Union Square, New York, require 
the removal of the statue of Washington to a new site 
it should be located on the open space opposite 
the offices of the Anchor Line of Steamships, 
on lower Broadway and parallel with the gate entrance 
of Bowling Green Park. He adds: ‘“DePeyster’s 
statue, if removed and placed in front of the new Cus- 
tom House and the fence down with the sparkling foun- 
tain in order, would improve this vicinity. The famous 
Battery might also receive attention for a desirable 
landing for distinguished people and others visiting the 
great St. Louis Exposition of 1904. And this part of the 
city might yet be used occasionally as a starting point for 
all great military receptions up the great thoroughfare 
of Broadway, not forgetting a white horse clothed in 
the American flag and led by a colored groom at head 
of processions, representing the memory of George 
Washington, the first president of the United States of 
America.” We cannot agree with our correspondent as 
to a proper site for the Washington statue. Changes 
resulting from the building of the underground road 
may compel its removal, but it should be retained at 
Union Square. It might be located so that it would 
appear in the Square at the head of lower Broadway and 
on the line between it and upper Broadway so that it 
could be seen up and down the street. 
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Popular interest in the growth and efficiency of the 
Navy is finely expressed in the fund raised by the cit!- 
zens of Pensacola for the purchase of a prize cup to be 
known as the Pensacola Annnual Challenge Cup, which is 
to be competed for every year by the crews of the ships 
of the North Atlantic Squadron. This handsome trophy 
will undoubtedly lead to many exciting contests during 
the annual winter maneuvers of the Squadron, the effect 
of which will be to arouse still greater interest in ath- 
letics among the members of the enlisted force of the 
Navy. It would be a fortunate thing if a similar prize 
were provided for competitions among the men attached 
to each of the other squadrons and stations of the Navy, 
and it is to be hoped that the generous example of Pensa- 
cola may be followed by other communities. The grow- 
ing importance of Pensacola as a naval base is uniting 
the people of the Gulf States in hearty support of the 
general naval policy of the Government, and this senti- 
ment has received expression in a notably helpful form 
in the fund to procure the Pensacola Annual Challenge 
Cup. 
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Complaint is made by the Army bands stationed at the 
Presidio of San Francisco that because of the arbitrary 
rule of the Musicians’ Union they are prevented from 
playing outside engagements despite the fact that the 
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conditions of the enlistment of Army musicians permit 
them to earn extra money in that way. Mdmund Sher. 
wood, of the 7th U.S, Infantry band, in a letter to 
San Francisco Wasp, charges that the Musicians’ Unio, 
is a conspiracy formed for the purpose of destroying the 
rights of Army musicians, that by its threats of boy- 
cott it has prevented the Army bands from obtaining ep. 
gagements to which their artistic superiority entitled 
them and that inasmuch as Army musicians are Ameri- 
can citizens sworn to defend their country the treatment 
to which they are subjected is oppressive and unjust, 
The Army musicians stationed at the Presidio haye 
offered to join the Musicians’ Union and be subject to 
its rules, but their offer has been declined, yet the uniop 
notifies all hands that these musicians must not be ep. 
gaged for civilian entertainments for the reason that 
they are not unionists! We do not remember a meaner 
or more contemptible example of trade unionist tyranny 
than this. 
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In a handsome volume entitled “The Blow From Be 
hind,” published by Lee and Shephard of Boston, Mr 
Fred, C. Chamberlin has performed a service for the 
United States Army and for the Government at Wasb- 
ington which entitles him to the thanks of every patri- 
otic American. For in this work, covering the whol 








period from Dewey’s victory at Manila down to the presen 
time, including the details of the American military o 
cupation of the Philippines, the author has told the truth 
confounded the traducers of the Army and demonstrated 
beyond all question the honorable purposes which ha 
shaped the policy of the United States in dealing with the 
islands and their people. Mr.. Chamberlin exposes ths 
whole “anti-imperialist” campaign of slander against the 
Army, and brands its leaders as treacherous marplo 
who have struck a blow from behind. In his discussic 
of the international, military, and political and soci 
problems involved in the Philippines undertaking, 
well as in his vindication of the officers and men of th 
Army who have been wantonly villified by malicious fault- 
finders here at home, Mr. Chamberlin is frank, fair ané 
fearless, and his volume will be generally and proper! 
recognized as an invaluable contribution to the histor 
of the American acquisition of the archipelago.

“Permit me to say,” writes an officer of the Am

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Pensacola will part with regret from Admiral Wise 
and his family when the time comes for the Admiral 
to take command of the training squadron. He will 
leave the yard in much better condition than he found 
it. He has fully realized the value of this too much 
neglected station and has infused into its operations 
much of his own abundant vitality. The captains of 
the warships lying in the harbor have realized the im 
portance of having in such a command as that at the 
Pensacola yard a thoroughly live man and one who was 
always ready to put its resources at their disposal with 


« cheerful alacrity which gave a double value to the 
service rendered, on the principle that “he gives twice 
who gives quickly.” The Admiral is a sort of oriental 
Kadi within his domain, and though he may not be 
able to go to the extent of nailing the ears of a dis- 
honest tradesman to the door-post of his shop, we doubt 
whether his powers have even that limitation in the 
imagination of the squatters in the Government reser- 
vation. But power brings responsibility with it and 
among the humors of the visit of the battleships at 
Pensacola was the threat of an old woman at War- 
rington, that she would bring suit against the Admiral 
vecause the firing from the battleships addled the eggs 
she was looking to for a plentiful crop of chickens. 
She was advised to go to Congress with a little bill 
for compensation. The inhabitants of Warrington and 
the other settlements occupied by these holdings leased 
from the Government recognize no authority but that 
of the Federal Government represented by the Admiral; 
they pay no rent or taxes and when they are guilty of 
disorders they are put into the guard house and tried 
before a U.S. Commissioner, instead of appearing before 
a local police magistrate. They are, fortunately, well- 
disposed as a class and are not inclined to infractions 
f the law which may not only subject them to direct 
punishment, but deprive them of the privileges they 
«njoy under the protection of the Lord of the Manor, 
which are much too valuable to be lightly put to haz- 
ard. As it is, the Government is disposed to revoke all 
leasés Of ground on the Government reservation, as those 
.olding them have failed to appreciate the consideration 
shown to them and have abused their privileges. The 
eases were originally given to civilian employees and 
have been gradually extended to include many who 
have no possible claim to consideration and treat their 
evokable leaseholds as titles in fee simple. They are 
furnished with electric lights, police protection and 
medical attendance and are not willing in return to even 
c their part to keep the Government ground occupied 
yy them in a sanitary condition or improve the health 
onditions. Admiral Wise has cleared out and deepened 
he stream which runs across the ground. 
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There appears to be nothing structurally wrong in the 
big naval floating dock at Algiers, La., yet newspaper 
reports indicate that it is suffering from a bad case of 
snakes. It seems that when the dock was first sub- 
merged to take in a ship the water drew into the struc- 
ture a large number of snakes, fish and shrimp, where 


they have remained and multiplied to such an extent that 
the dock might now be classed as a first class snakery. 
Veracious workmen who have examined the floor of the 
dock estimate that it contains 20,000 water snakes of 
various sorts and sizes, but more conservative investiga- 
tors de not believe the number of reptiles thus quartered 
on naval property exceeds 19,995, although both sides 
agree that the snakes are increasing at the rate of 100 
per day. The difference in the computation of the total 
number may possibly be due to a variation in the 
brands or per diem allowance of whiskey. How to rid 
the dock of this underneath population is a matter of 
some concern to the officers in charge. The valves used 
in submerging the dock are comparatively small, and few 
snakes or fish make their escape in that way. At first 
it was thought that the snakes would eat the fish or the 
fish the snakes, but nothing of the kind has happened, 
and perfect harmony appears to prevail among them. 
Then it was thought that they could be starved to death, 
but inasmuch as the water on the floor of the dock 
abounds in shrimp and small shell-fish the starvation 
policy bas thus far been a dismal failure. Moreover, 
with the approach of hot weather it becomes a debatable 
question whether dead snakes or live ones are the less 
objectionable neighbors. Meanwhile what the officers in 
charge of the dock need is a cure for snakes that will 
prove effective on a broad and comprehensive scale. The 
case is both large and acute, and no homeopathic treat- 
ment will meet its requirements. Possibly the dispute 
between the people of New Orleans and officers of our 
Navy over the question as to whether it is safe to dock 
a battleship at Algiers may have encouraged ine snakes 
to believe that they have discovered a retreat in which 
they were not likely to be disturbed. 
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The Army and Navy Gazette says: “Those pessimists 
who declare that there is not a man in the British navy 
who can shoot have received a very severe shock this 
week. News has come from Bermuda that whilst the 
Ariadne was at target practice William Rowe, second- 
class petty officer and seaman gunner, captain of one of 
the 6-inch quick-firer guns, got off ten rounds in one 
minute, and hit the target every time. This is claimed 
as a world’s record, and one which is likely to be held for 
some time, for this performance constitutes a record for 
the number of hits made in one unbroken series, and also 
of the number of rounds discha within a minute. 
In view of this the record of the n for last year is 
interesting. With her 12-inch guns she hit, at the rate 
of 1.41 per minute, seventeen times out of twenty-five 
rounds, and with her 6-inch guns, at the rate of 4.87 per 
minute, 117 hits out of 163 rounds. Previously the 
record had been the Terrible’s, with 103 hits in 128 
rounds with her 6-inch guns. 





The Comptroller of the Treasury holds that “to entitle

the Comptroller of the Treasury has said that there can 
be no great difference between the duties of an aid in the 
Army and those of an aid to the major general com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps serving at the headquarters 
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of the Corps in Was nm, and if one is a mounted offi- 
cer, then the other is. e decides that Leonard, 
while serving as aid to the major commandant, 
not being appointed in excess of the number of aids al- 
lowed a major general in the Army, comes within the 
legal description of a mounted officer, and is entitled to 
be paid as such. The Comptroller refuses to recognize 
the right of an aid to the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps to draw the $200 a year extra pay given aids 
to major generals in the Army.

A shell did not burst in 
the gun, no fragment weighing a ton or over a half ton 
was hurled on board, the accident was not due to a de- 
fective fuse and the shell did not explode prematurely. 
With these exceptions the account is correct.

In replying to a communication from the commanding

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THE CAPITULATION OF SANTIAGO,’ 


Following is the text of an order issued July 19, 1898. 
by Major Gen. William R. Shafter, commanding the 
5th Corps of the United States Army, which appears 
thus far to have escaped publication: 

“The successful accomplishment of the campaign 
against Santiago, resulting in its downfall and the sur- 
render of the Spanish forces, the capture of large 


amounts of military stores, together with the destruc- 
tion of the entire Spanish fleet in the harbor, which, up- 
on the investment of the city, was forced to leave, is one 
of which the Army can well be proud. This has been 
accomplished through the heroic deeds of the Army, and 
to its officers and men the major general commanding 
offers his sincere thanks for their endurance of hard- 
ships heretofore unknown in the American Army. The 
work you have accomplished may well appeal to the pride 
of your countrymen and has been rivaled upon but few 
occasions in the world’s history. Landing upon an un- 
known coast you faced dangers in disembarking and over- 
came obstacles that even in looking back seem insur- 
mountable. Siezing, with the assitance of the Navy, 
the towns of Daiquiri and Siboney, you pushed boldly 
forth, gallantly driving back the enemy’s outposts in 
the engagement of La Guasima, and completed the con- 
centration of the Army, near Sevilla, within sight of 
the Spanish stronghold at Santiago de Cuba. The out- 
look from Sevilla was one that may well have appalled 
the stoutest heart. Behind you ran a narrow road, made 
well nigh impassable by rains, while to the front you 
looked out upon the foothills, covered with a dense trop- 
ical growth, which could only be traversed by bridle 
paths, terminating within range of the enemy’s guns. 
Nething daunted, you responded eagerly to the order to 
close upon the foe and, attackirg at Caney and San 
Juan, drove him from work to work, until he took refuge 
within his last and strongest intrenchments immediately 
surrounding ihe city. Despite the fierce glare of a 
southern sun and rains that fell in torrents, you valiantly 
withstood his attempts to drive you from the position 
your valor had won. Holding in your viselike grip the 
army opposed to you, after seventeen days of battle and 
siege, you were rewarded by the surrender of nearly 24,- 
000 prisoners—12,000 being those in your immediate 
front, the others scattered in the various towns of eastern 
Cuba; freeing completely the eastern part of the island 
from Spanish troops. This was not done without great 
sacrifice. The death of 230 gallant soldiers and the 
wounding of 1,284 others shows but too plainly the 
fierce contest in which you were engaged. The few re- 
ported missing are undoubtedly among the dead. as no 
prisoners were lost. For those who have fallen in bat- 
tle with you, the commanding general sorrows, and with 
you will ever cherish their memory. Their devotion to 
duty sets a high example of courage and patriotism +> 
our fellow countrymen. All who have participated in the 
campaign, battle and siege_of Santiago de Cuba will re- 
call with pride the grand deeds accomplished, and_ will 
hold one another dear for having shared great sufferings, 
hardships and triumphs together. All may well fee] 
proud to inscribe on their banners the name of San- 
tiago de Cuba.’” : 

With reference to this order an Army ofhcer writes us 
saying: “Without wishing to unduly stir up discussion, 
I have concluded to send you the enclosed letter, whicn, 
as you will see, is an answer to a copy of the Congratula- 
tory Order of General Shafter to the 5th Army Corps 
in Cuba. It is, to say the least, extraordinary that 
every man and officer in both Dewey’s and Sampson's 
fleets, including the Chinese cooks and waiters, and, as 
I remember it. the Marines at Guantanamo, have re- 
ceived medals for a few hours’ of service only, however 
brilliant, and that the Army that had to bear the brunt 
of the tropical rains, mud and sun, for more than A 
long years, has received no recognition whatever, of the 
same kind, from Congress. I do not know that publica- 
tion of such communications will do any good, so far as 
Congress is concerned, but it may attract comment from 
some of the friends of the Army in civil life, and 1 am 
sure it will be an acceptable foot-note to many Army 
officers.’ Accompanying is the letter which follows . 
“IT acknowledge with thanks copy of General Orders No. 
°¢. of the Dth Army Corps, which you kindly sent me. 
I remember the original order, but never had a copy of 
it, and shall take great pleasure in filing it with other 
records of that interesting campaign. The praise therem 
contained at the hands of the commanding general seems 
to be about all the recognition the Army is ever likely to 
get. I speak feelingly on the subject just at this time 
when medals are being distributed, under act of Con- 
gress, to every man of the Navy who served on board of 
any of the ships in and about Cuba, including Chinese 
cooks and waiters.”

HOW TO RUN A POST EXCHANGE. 


The question of running a canteen on a fairly profit- 
able basis, aye, even a barely profitable one for that 
matter, has worried many a Post Exchange officer since 
the abolition of the beer feature and the results of 
many weary hours of thought and labor have been vary- 
ing. A few, perhaps, have been fairly encouraging, 
some hardly encouraging and many discouraging, even 
sadly so when the dividend per organization has been 
declared. In fact, in many cases, none has been de- 


clared, for the expense of operation has eaten up the 
profits, and doubtless will continue to do so in as many 
ore. . 
” With beer excluded from the stock list, it became 
necessary to place the exchange on a Strictly mercantile 
basis unless it were to cease to exist from want of 
nourishment. To accomplish this has required a gar- 
rison of sufficient size to support such an establishment 
and an officer with the business instinct sufficiently de- 
veloped to handle it properly. In the first instance a 
sufhcient number of men have not always been stationed! 
together to warrant it, and secondly the officer fit for 
the place has not always been available. ; ne 
The question may be asked as to what constitutes “a 
strictly mercantile basis” in this instance? An ex- 
change whose stock is of the character found in a well 
regulated general merchandise store familiar to any large 
town or small city and conducted in every department 
on a basis similiar to such establishments, would be a 
safe answer. In other words, an exchange of this 
character should be conducted by the officer in charge 
as though it were his own business upon which de- 
pended his livelihood and success in life. Judgment in 





“selecting his stock, such as will appeal to his customers, 
and a proper display of it. care in selecting salesmen 
and other employees, buying for cash and taking ad- 


- lates, 


and a proper understanding of accounts are perhaps 
the most salient points necessary to the position. And to 
the officer, who, during his incumbency of the position, 
is able to make a favorable showing, no smal] amount of 
credit is due. 

The post exchange at Fort Riley, as now conducted, is 
said to be a model one as laid down on these lines and 
its remarkable succéss can only be attributed to the 
management of its officer in charge, Lieut. Frank B. 
Edwards, 4th Cav. To be sure, he brought to the posi- 
tion a good business head and training, for prior to enter- 
ing the Service he was a member of a business firm in 
which he still holds an interest. But he has taken hold 
of his duties with such a will and interest that he has 
the entire support of the garrison which he strives so 
hard to serve and the results which he has accomplished 
in a short three months must be most satisfying to 
himself. 

But in his placing of the business of the exchange on a 
footing where the monthly sales aggregate over $4,000, 
he has had many difficult problems to solve, the most 
difficult of which is the post exchange regulations as 
published in G.O. No. 5, A.G.O.. series of 1901, as 
certain portions of these regulations are practically im- 
possible to comply with in a business conducted on 
strictly up-to-date ideas and principles. For instance: 
Par. 4, relating to the steward, says: “At the close of 
each selling day he will prepare a report on a suitable 
form showing under appropriate headings the quantities 
of the several articles received, sold and remaining on 
hand.” The exchange at Fort Riley has nearly one 
thousand articles on its stock list and on April pay day 
last, the woman cashier remained at her desk until two 
in the morning accomplishing this task. And what does 
it show? Nothing so far as the purport of that clause 
in question is concerned, save in figures. Half the 
stock might be stolen but the cash slips made out b 
salemen and in turn entered on the stocklist woul 
not reveal it. An inventory would be necessary daily, 
which is impossible, and again many commodities are 
subject to shrinkage which can be accounted for only 
approximately when comparing sales with stock on hand. 

Par. 5 says in part: “The council may be convened 
at any time at the call of its presiaent or by direction of 
the commanding officer and subject to the approval of 
the latter, will designate the articles to be kept for sale, 
fix the prices at which they shall be sold and authorize 
all purchases of supplies.” Who is a better judge of 
articles to be kept in stock; one who is in charge and in 
constant touch with the business, or those who are not? 
The answer is obvious, it would seem. And likewise, 
who is more competent to judge of the selling price? As 
easily answered as the preceeding question. That the 
exchange council should authorize the purchase of all 
bills of goods, is practically impossible, for if it were 
convened on every such occasion, its proceedings written 
up and placed before the commanding officer for his 
action as required by regulations, they would be an ex- 
ceedingly busy lot of officers and would always have to 
be within beck and call. Such a requirement is only too 
apparently obsolete. The same paragraph referring to 
the exchange council, says: “At the end of every month 
it will meet to take stock.” Imagine a number of men 
taking stock of goods, invoicing about $5,000 with no 
knowledge whatever of the business, cost marks and the 
like, in any mercantile establishment. A week at least 
would be necessary in which to accomplish the task with 
the doors closed to all other business. Business firms, 
of course, invoice but once a year and even then be- 
grudge the time given over to it, for it means a certain 
percentage of loss, and yet, the regulations governing 
the post exchange system require an inventory once a 
month necessitating the closing of the store for one or 
two days which entails no little inconvenience on the 
garrison concerned. 

Par. 7 in part says: “Civilians, other than those em- 
ployed and resident on the military reservation, will not 
be permitted to enter the rooms of an exchange without 
first obtaining the authority of the commanding officer.” 
Just why such a rule should be enforced is rather hard 
to determine and if it were, the commanding officer at 
Fort Riley, on days when excursionists visit the post 
to the number of several thousand, would be a busy man. 
And what would prevent any person, should they so 
desire, from stating to the exchange attendant that they 
had the required permission, unless such were given in 
writing or the commanding officer himself present in 
person to vouch for them? 

There are other regulations also that would operate, 
were they enforced, to the detriment of post exchange 
management if it is to be conducted on such broad busi- 
ness lines as are in vogue to-day and which means to the 
company fund a dividend somewhere near the figures it 
once reached in those days before that institution re- 
ceived its fateful blow in the anti-canteen law. 

If the exchange, as now provided by law, is to attain 
to any meed of success, it will be under a business man- 
agement like that practised in the marts of trade and un- 
hampered by useless regulations.

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PROSION BY EXPLASIVES. 

The latest issue of the “Memorial des Poudres Salt- 
petres” contains an account of some of the most recent 
researches of the eminent French scientist, M. Vieille, on 
the subject of erosion, which Arms and Explosives trans- 
It is well known, this article says, that the explo- 
sive propellants that contain nitroglycerin, erode the bar- 
rels in which they are fired to a much more serious ex- 
tent than is the case with the alternative types that con- 
sist of gelatinized nitro-cottons. Notwithstanding this 
marked disadvantage of nitroglycerin powders, their bal- 
listics are so remarkable as almost to outweigh their un- 
fortunate tendency to destroy the barrels in which they 
ere fired. The fact that the erosive effects are almost ex- 
clusively concentrated at the point of the bore where the 
chamber leads into the rifling, suggests that the erosion 
is due to the rush of gases at a high pressure, and conse- 
quently high velocity as well, between the bore and the 
shot, at a time previous to the establishment of a perfect 
gas check, the gases cutting deep channels in their pas- 
sage from the chamber to the front ot the shot, the cumu- 
lative effects of erosion being due to the repeated passage 
of a jet of high temperature. 

M. Vieille conducted his experiments by burning small 
charges of an explosive in a closed chamber having an 
orifice or vent-hole formed in a small metal test piece: 
at first with two explosives, gelitinized guncotton, and 
a composition with 50 per cent. nitro-glycerin, with the 
following results :

The fact that the smallest vent-hole lead to the great- 
est amount of erosion is not believed to be due entirely to 
the consequent reduction of pressure, since it will be seen 
from the pressure measurements that the tension of 
the gas was well maintained under the conditions of some 
of the experiments. In fact the lesson they teach, as a 
whole seems to show that variations of pressure do not 
affect the amount of erosion, provided the level of pres- 
— reached is not less than about 12.7 tons ‘per square 
inch. 

M. Vieille later tested an immense variety of metals 
and explosives and the relative effects of the one upon 
the other, his conclusions being summarized under the 
following headings. 

ere is no relation between the mechanical pro- 
perties of the iron and steel proofs of metals, that is, 
their hardness and behavior under tension, and the tend- 
ency to erosion. 

2. Metals seem to be susceptible to erosion in relation 
to their temperature of fusion. 

3. Alloys of iron containing small proportions of 
chromium, manganese, nickel and tungsten in the pres- 
ence of from 4 to 1 per cent. of carbon, have no effect in 
preventing erosion. 

4. Large proportions of nickel in the alloy greatly in- 
creased the susceptibility to erosion. 

5. Of the metals outside the iron group that were test- 
ed, the law expressed in Rule 1, holds good, platinum 
being least affected, though in this respect it is very little 
superior to pure iron, which among the iron group seems 
to be least of all affected by erosion. Aluminum is the 
only exception to the rule, in that it erodes to an extent 


double that of zinc. 4

A RIGHTEOUS DECISION. 


The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania on April 27 de- 
cided in the case of Arthur Wadsworth that a member 
of the National Guard who, in obedience to orders. 
kills a man, is not liable to criminal prosecution by the 
‘civil authorities. Wadsworth, an enlisted man of the 
18th Regiment of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
was on guard duty on the night of October 8, 1902, at 
Shenandoah, and was under orders to stop all persons 
who attempted to approach the house of a non-union 
miner which he was assigned to protect, his instructions 
being to shoot to kill any person who refused to obey 
the command to halt. William Durham, a striking 
miner, approached the building and Wadsworth ordered 
him to halt. Durham refused to obey, whereupon Wads- 
worth shot and killed him. A coroner’s jury pronounced 
the shooting hasty and unjustifiable, and Wadsworth 
was arrested. His case was taken to the Supreme 
Court of the State, and that body in a decision exonerat- 
ing him said in part: 

“The resort to the arm of the Government means that 
the ordinary civil officers, to preserve order, are subor- 
dinated and the rule of force under military methods is 
substituted to whatever extent may be necessary in the 
discretion of the military commander. To call out the 
military and then have them stand quiet and helpless, 
while mob law overrides the civil authorities. would b« 
to make the Government contemptible and destroy the 
purpose of its existence. 

“There is no real difference in the commander's powers 
in a public war and in domestic insurrections. In both 
he has whatever powers may be needed for the accom- 
plishment of the end, but his use of them is followed 
by different consequences. In war he is answerable only 
to his military superiors, but for acts done in domestic 
territory even in the suppression of public disorder, he 
is accountable after the exigency has passed to the land, 
both by prosecution in the criminal courts and by civil 
action at the instance of the parties aggrieved. On this 
all the authorities agree, and the result flows from the 
view that martial law in this sense is merely an ex- 
tension of the police power of the State. 

“While the military are in active service for the sup- 
pression of disorder and violence, their rights and obli- 
gations as soldiers must be judged by the standard of 
actual war. No other standard is possible, for the first 
and overruling duty is to repress the disorder whatever 
the cost, and all means which are necessary to that end 
are lawful. The situation of troops in a riotous and in 
surrectionary district approximates that of troops in an 
enemy's country, and in proportion to the extent and 
violence of the overt act of hostility shown is the degre: 
of severity justified in the means of repression. The re- 
quirements of the situation in either case, therefore, 
shift with the circumstances, and the same standard of 
justification must apply to both. The only differenc« 
is the one alfeady adverted to, the liability to subsequent 
investigation in the courts of the land, after the restora- 
tion of order. 

“The sending of troops to the anthracite region by th: 
Governor was a declaration of qualified law, qualified in 
that it was put in force only as to the preservation of 
public peace and order, not for the ascertainment or in 
dication of private rights or the other ordinary functions 
of-.zovernment. For these the courts and other agencies 
of the law were still open. And no exigency required in 
terference with their functions. But within its necessary 
field. and for the accomplishment of its intended purpos¢ 
it was martial law with all its powers. The Governmen' 
has and must have this power or perish. And it must 
be real power. sufficient and effective for its ends, the 
enforcement of the law, the peace and security of th« 
community as to life and property. 

“The facts are not in dispute, and the question of re- 
lator’s liability depends on whether he had reasonablie 
cause to believe in the necessity of action under his or- 
ders. This court, either sitting as a committing magis 
trate or by virtue of its supervisory jurisdiction over the 
proceedings of subordinate tribunals (Gosline vs. Place. 

Pa., 520) has the authority and the duty on habeas 
corpus in favor of a prisoner held on a criminal charge 
to see that at least a prima facie case of guilt is sup- 
ported by the evidence against him. In the relator’s case 
the facts presented by the evidence are undisputed, and 
on them the law is clear and settled. If the case was 
before a jury we should be bound to direct a verdict of 
not guilty, and to set aside a contrary verdict if ren- 
dered. It is therefore our duty now to say that there is 
no legal ground for subjecting him to trial, and“ he is 
accordingly discharged.” :

The appearance of some of them 
at Madison Square Garden served as a most valuable 
object lesson to thousands. A finer lot of men than those 
who appeared at the recent tournament as the repre- 
sentatives of the Army, the Navy and the Marines can- 
not be found anywhere. In finish of drill they com- 
ianded universal applause, while they were all models 
of discipline and good behavior. 

The skill of the drivers of the 27th Field Battery, 


the alertness of the men and the splendidly trained 
iorses of the 24 Cavalrymen and the masterly perform- 
ance of troop drills, rough-riding and musical riding 


\ere among the features of the exhibition of last week. 

The work of the 9th Infantry Company in tent pitch- 
ing and extended order drill, etc., was also an excep- 
tionally fine performance, in fact it is admitted to have 
heen the best of its kind ever given in the Garden. 

The bridge building, too, of the U.S. Engineers was 

remarkably clever exhibition, and the work of the 
company of Marines in company drill, including street 
column formation, cannot be too highly praised. .

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IMPROVEMENTS AT WEST POINT. 

As the time set. May 15, for the delivery of drawings 
and studies in the competition for the preliminary gen- 
eral plan for the improvements authorized at the Mili- 
tary Academy by the last Congress approaches, con- 
siderable interest is manifested in the outcome. ‘It will 


be remembered that Congress appropriated five and a 
half millions with a proviso that no work should be 
done until the complete plan for all the improvements 
had been apprved by the Secretary of War. The com- 
petition has been for the purpose of selecting the best 
general plan and the author of this will be selected 
as the architect to develop it into the complete plan 
and to supervise the construction. The competing arch- 
itects invited by the Secretary of War, all of whom 
accepted the invitation, comprise several of the best 
known firms in the country. They are: Eames & 
Young, St. Louis: D. H. Burnham. and Frost & Grang- 
er, Chicago; Cope & Stewardson, Philadelphia; Carrere 


& Hasti McKim, Mead & White Heins & LaFarge, 
and C. C. Haight, New York: Cram. Goodhue & Fer- 
guson, and Peabody & Stearns, Boston. 

The Secretary of War has named a jury to advise 
him in making the award, to consist of Lieutenant

SECRETARY ROOT ON THE MILITIA LAW.. 

The Inter-state National Guard Association of the 
United States opened at Columbus, Ohio, May 4, with 
twenty-five States and Territories represented. Major 
General Dick, Ohio National Guard, presided. Secre- 
tary of War Root and Assistant Secretary Sanger, with 
a number of Regular Army officers, were among those 





present. Secretary Root made an address before the 
convention. Speaking of the _ militia law, he 
said: “Some supposed that immediately after the 


passage of the new law a code of decisions would be 
issued, defining certain parts and passages of the bill. 
Nothing could have been more unfortunate than such a 
belief. The code is very broad; it will have to be ap- 
plied to many conditions arising in different communi- 
ties, some rich, some poor, and the questions will have 
to be handled as they arise and with all the leniency pos- 
sible to meet such conditions. 

“A question now being considered is the minimum of 
the company, and it is a serious one. It should not be 
fixed so as to kill the organization of a company in the 
rural districts, where the young men are not so numerous 
as in the cities. The required five days’ training is also 
to be considered—what kind of training, and many other 
things are to be determined. 

“Lines should be laid down so that the Regulars and 
the National Guardsmen will be drawn closer. It too 
often happens that jealousies exist between the officers 
of the two branches, but that will be avoided by honest 
and sincere work. After the united maneuvers at Fort 
Riley last year, the officers of both branches left think- 
ing a great deal more of each other. The elements of 
one are needed by. the other.” 

The other speakers were Assistant Secretary of War 
Sanger, Representative Conrey (Massachusetts); Col- 
onel W. P. Hall, U.S.A., Gen. G. B. Davis, U.S.A., 
General Royster, of North Carolina; General Stewart, 
of Pennsylvania, and General Spencer, of New Jersey. 
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Secretary Moody, before his departure on May 6, to 
join the President in California, directed that an order 
be issued relieving from duty all the Navy officers in 
charge of the Branch Hydrographic Offices in this coun- 
try, with the exception of the offices at New York and 
San Francisco. Two days after the departure of Secre- 
tary Moody, Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, Chief 
of the Bureau of Equipment, under whose supervision 
are all of these offices, first learned of the very signifi- 
eent action taken by the Secretary in’ the following 
memorandum received from Rear Admiral Henry C. Tay- 
lor, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation: “By the di- 
rection of the Secretary of the Navy, officers in charge 
of Branch Hydrographic Offices, with the exception of 
those at New York and San Francisco, will be relieved, 
and it is proposed that the duties of these offices be 
taken over by the assistants, civilian or otherwise, who 
are now employed in this work. It is further suggested 
that the lighthouse inspectors within whose jurisdiction 
the Branch Hydrographic Offices are located be charged 
with their general supervision and inspection from time 
to time. H. ©. Taylor, Chief of Bureau.” Rear Ad- 
miral Bradford was not consulted in any manner in the 
making of this exceedingly important change. In view 
of the fact that all of the branch offices affected by the 
order, with the exceptionof that at Chicago, which is 
under the charge of Comdr, A. V. Wadhams, who also 
has charge of the naval recruiting in that city, are in 
charge of retired officers of the Navy, no reason can be 
seen for the issuing of such an order. When, about two 
years ago, Representative Cannon made his fight in Con- 
gress to have the Hydrographic Office transferred to the 
Treasury Department Mr. Moody, who was then a mem- 
ber of Congress and also a member of the Committee on 
Appropriations of which Mr. Cannon was the chairman, 
made a in which he strongly favored the change.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Col. William 8. Scott, 18th U.S. Infantry, Assistant 
Chief of the Philippine Constabulary, has given out a 
highly interesting description of the battle between the 
Ist and 4th Companies of the Philippine Scouts, com- 
manded by Lieuts. Boss Reese and Frank Nickerson re- 
spectively, and a large band of ladrones commanded by 
General San Miguel, seventy miles north of Manila, on 


March 27. According to this description, which was pre- 
pared by 2d Lieut. John L. Finlayson, of the Scouts, who 
participated in the engagement, the detachment located 
Sanu Miguel’s band in a strongly fortified position about 
half way between Caloocan and Mariquina. The fort 
was situated in the bend of a slough in a very broken 
ccuntry covered with a dense jungle of bamboo. It con- 
sisted of a square stone block house, inclosed by a stone 
wall about eight feet high and so well concealeu that it 
had heretofore escaped discovery. This corral and block 
house were built by the Spaniards many years ago. Lieu- 
tenants Nickerson and Reese and their men made a gal- 
lant attack on this stronghold under a very heavy fire 
from the enemy, who fired their shots through loopholes 
in the wall. In spite of this fire the scouts advanced and 
charged over the wall and engaged the enemy in a hand- 
to-hand combat inside the corral, driving them into the 
fort. In this assault Lieutenant Reese wes shot through 
the thigh just below the groin. San Miguel, surrounded 
by a devoted body guard of about thirty men, undertook 
to slip through the line, but being discovered put up a 
plucky running fight. Lieutenant Nickerson, with fifteen 
men, attacked San Miguel’s party, but withheld their fire 
uutil within short range. After firing a few well-di- 
rected volleys, San Miguel and one of his immediative at- 
tendants were seen to fall. The wounded leader was 
game, however, and continued firing his revolver while 
lying on the ground until he expired. He had been shot 
through his body in three places. Six-of his body guards 
were also killed, and the remainder escaped in the dense 
jungle. ‘The fight lasted about an hour and one-half. 
The Americans lost three killed and ten wounded, includ- 
ing Lieutenant Reese. The enemy lost heavily. There 
were thirty-five dead and dying in the fort and six lay 
dead outside. Many more dead and wounded were scat- 
tered about in the jungle. The body of San Miguel was 
taken to Caloocan, where it was fully identified. At the 
time of his death San Miguel wore a khaki uniform, with 
epaulets bearing a sunburst in solid gold. Many valuable 
papers were found on the bodies of the dead, which are 
said to contain evidence against several prominent men 
and otticials in the province. : 

Governor Cailles, of Laguna Province, and a detach- 
ment of Volunteers captured Rios, a fanatical native 
leader, on April 30. Rios, who has caused great annoy- 
ance to the civil and military authorities, was formerly 
a blacksmith of Tayabas and claimed to be of divine 
origin. He attracted many followers and started an in- 
surrection which the Constabulary suppressed. He fled 
to the mountains and later claimed the title of “Pope of 
Luzon” and also asserted he was a prophet. Governor 
Cailles captured Rios in the disguise the latter had worn 
when appearing as a “prophet.” He is said to be guilty 
of many crimes and probably will be tried for murder. 

The situation in the Island of Mindanao is quiet, but 
ia regarded as hopeful. The insurrection in the Misamis 
district has collapsed. More than 200 of the most active 
rebels have surrendered and the people are returning to 
the towns and to their avocations. Capt. John J. Per- 
shing, 15th Cavalry, U.S.A., commanding at Camp Vi- 
cars in the lake region, is preparing to lead a column 
around the east shore of Lake Lanao. Opposition is ex- 
pected. A Moro fanatic attacked an outpost near Camp 
Vicars on April 30 and wounded three American soldiers 
before he was killed. Major Gen. George W. Davis, U. 
S.A., commanding the Division of the Philippines, held 
a conference with Governor Taft at Benguet on April 30 
to discuss the question of a civil government for the Is- 
land of Mindanao. 

The civil authorities of the Philippines are withholding 
payment for three coast-guard vessels recently built at 
the Uraga Docks in Japan on the grounds that the speci- 
fications were not complied with by the contractors and 
that the time limit for the building of the vessels was 
exceeded. It is held that none of te Japanese-built 
boats is equal to the ten that were buitt by English con- 
tractors at Shanghai. 

Cholera is gradually increasing in many parts of the 
archipelago which, concurrently with the return of the 
hot season, is causing serious apprehengjon. It _is 
sald that twenty deaths from cholera occur in Manila 
every week. The bodies of two cholera victims are re- 
ported to have been taken from the Pasig River near the 
city on May 3. ‘The health authorities have strength- 
ened the guards employed in preventing the contamina- 
tion of the water supply. 

Manila advices of May 6 state that smallpox has ap- 
peared among the enlisted men of the 2d U.S. Infantry. 
now on board the Army transport Sheridan. under 
orders to proceed to the United States. The vessel will 
be held in quarantine for five days 

Colone! Aurado Santos and Colonel Marcelo Delac- 
ring, leaders of the recent insurrection in Rizal prov- 
ince, have been convicted of brigandage and conspiracy 
at Manila, and sentenced to death. The date for their 
execution is not fixed, as the Supreme Court must re- 
view the case. 

Manila advices of May 7 state that Capt. John J. 
Pershing, 15th U.S. Cavalry, commanding at Camp 
Vicars, Island of Mindanao, who recently administered 
a crushing defeat to the troublesome Sultan of Bacolod. 
and who returned to the latter’s country a few days ago 
upon hearing that the Moros were reassembling, has 
had another sharp engagement in which the enemy lost 
130 killed and wounded, the American losses being two 
killed and seven wounded. The fight took place at 

Taraca. east of Lake Lanao, where Captain Pershing’s 
column attacked ten large earthworks. Eight of these 
positions were carried with little difficulty, but the 
Moros concentrated their forces in the other two and 
made a stubborn resistance. The Artillery shelled the 
ninth fort while Lieuts. William B. Gracie and George 
C. Shaw with a detachment of the 27th U.S. Infantry 
made a gallant assault in which many Moros were 
bayoneted and the position was captured. At nightfall 
the Cavalry surrounded the last and strongest Moro 
stronghold and kept pouring in volleys until, at dawn, 
the Sultan of Ampungano surrendered with sixty pris- 
oners. thirty-six obsolete cannon, fifty-six rifles and 
many krisses. The stronghold was then mined and de- 
molished, and the expedition continued scouting in the 
interior. The Sultan of Marantao, with all his followers, 
has surrendered to Major Robert L. Bullard, 28th U.S. 
Infantry. He and his troops took the oath of alleg- 
iance amid a scene of barbaric splender. The aged 





Sultan said he had heen a lifelong foe of the Spaniards, 


but he had surrendered because he observed that the 
Americans were constantly victorious in battle, that 
they governed the people fairly and gave work at large 
wages. 

So many complaints have been made about the un- 
satisfactory handling of mails on inter-island trans- 
ports in the Philippines that the quartermasters of those 
vessels have been notified from Washington that “one 
of their most important duties is to receive, care for and 
deliver mails turned ovér to them for transportation, 
and they are cautioned that they will be held to a 
strict accountabiltiy for the manner in which this duty 
is performed.” 





THE NEW UNIFORM. 
To THe Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

As there are several weeks to elapse before we shall 
bé required to deck ourselves out in our new military 
finery, there is still time for the proper authorities to 
assure themselves that the uniform boards, boards of 
revision and advisory councils who have been dealing 
with this momentous question, have finally evolved just 
what is wanted. If the uniform must be changed the 
majority of us don’t care very much what may be the 
nature of the change. We are not particular whether 
we copy the Germans, or the Britishers, or the Japs, 
ur whether we follow the conclusion of the board and 
adopt their composite uniform which compliments 
equally all the forces which participated in the Chinese 
campaign, including the Boxers. What we do regard 
as a desideratum is a uniform which will remain a 
uniform long enough for our people to become acquainted 
with it. Let us have this whole subject thoroughly 
threshed out before the first of July. Let those military 
geniuses whose restless intellects lead them to devising 
or copying uniforms and to dreaming fantastic and un- 
speakable combinations of color, now speak and forever 
ufter devote their attention to some more worthy sub- 
ject. Let all the existing vagaries with respect to uni- 
forms be thoroughly considered now, so that the present 
generation may hear no more of them. We are willing 
t» make any concession to have the question settled. We 
will wear pink, or bottle-green, or robin’s-egg blue, or 
a combination modeled on the colors of Joseph’s coat; 
we will year, in addition to the “Uncle Sam strap” 
which is prescribed for the trousers, an Uncle Sam 
het-band and an Uncle Sam vest, coat and goatee; 
we will wear, in addition to the “Uncle Sam strap” 
Boer hats; we will wear yellow jackets and peacock 
feathers; in short we will wear any old thing which will 
please our military milliners and keep them quiet after 
the first of July. Whatever may be the costume 
adopted, let the military associations which will gather 
about the uniform of our Army remain for a time un- 
disturbed. It is no wonder that an officer shrinks 
from appearing in uniform outside of a military post; 
for who among our civilian friends can tell whether 
the wearer of the uniform is an officer of the Regular 
Army or the Salvation Army, a strolling bandsman or 
a vender of quack medicine. We have just finished 
three little wars with more or less credit. Through 
the Volunteers and the temporary increase of the Reg- 
ular Army our people have commenced to become some- 
what familiar’ with the present uniform. Some of us 
in the Army and many more who have recently left 
the Service, are sentimental enough to be proud of it. 
It will always be associated with the important his- 
torical epoch through which we have just passed. In 
the opinion of many these facts would seem to constitute 
a good reason for retaining the uniform. But no, it 
must go 80 that we may gratify ouselves with some 
novelty in style and fantasy in color which could 
have been suggested only in China. But let that pass. 
It is too late now to speak for the old uniform. It is 
not too late to speak for the permanence of the new. 
No matter what oddities it may present, with the lapse 
of time we can live them down and perhaps make the 
uniform respected. As the years go by even this uni- 
form will grow to represent something better than the 
skill of the tailors and the taste, or lack of taste, of the 
designers. Only give it time, give it a chance. If it 
doesn’t afford scope enough for those aesthetic souls 
who love a frequent change in the style of their rai- 
ment, let such gratify their artistic longings with 
civilian costumes and let the uniform alone. A military 
uniform is something more than mere raiment. The 
passing years bring it honors. Like an illustrious an- 
cestry, a uniform which is invested with honorable as- 
sociations becomes an incentive to good conduct and 
n stimulant to soldierly ambition. He who is ever 
clamoring for a change in style of uniforms has not far 
to go to reach the point at which a change of flag may 
also seem to him desirable. Let him have his say and 
after the first of July “let us have peace.”

A CAVALRY OPINION. 


To Tue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

I notice a movement with a view of adopting an in 
terchangable arm for Cavalry and Infantry with a 24- 
inch barrel. I think the idea an excellent one. in 
my opinion the Cavalry can easily stand the additional 


two inches on the barrel and might stand three, thus 
making the barrel of the interchangable arm 25 inches. 
Whether the Infantry can stand this reduction is for 
them to decide. The accuracy need not be lessened if 
the Ordnance Department will give their attention to 
securing the greatest possible distance between the 
front and rear sights. This matter can never be given 
too much attention. The greater the distance between 
these sights, the greater will be the accuracy, and the 
nearer the rear sight is to the eye, the quicker can a 
man catch his sights. 

When the interchangable arm is adopted the Cavalry 
want the knife bayonet. We claim for the Cavalry 
equal efficiency on the firing line with Infantry, but 
not in a hand to hand fight. 

General Baldwin kept the Cavalry back in the assaults 
on the Moro forts because the Moros were armed with 
slashing weapons while the Cavalry could only club 
their guns. The knife bayonet is handy around camp 
and many Cavalrymen carry a knife which makes the 
same load in the end. 

We do not want to be thrown out of a fight and 
allow the laurels to go to our friends simply fr the sake 
of a knife bayonet. The adoption of the bayonet will 
make it easier to discard the saber, which is sure to 
come, 

_ As to the accuracy, after all, the limit of accuracy 
is the limit of distinct vision, which is from 600 to 
1,000 yards when shooting at individual objects, and 
within these limits a gun with a 24 or 25 inch barrel 
ought to shoot as well as one with a barrel 30 inches.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Gen. Edward Olcott Shephard, a well known lawyer of 
Boston, died of apoplexy at Newburyport, Mass., April 
28. He enlisted in Co. C, 32d Massachusetts Volunteers, 
in 1862, and participated in the battles of Fredericks- 


burg, Chancellorsville, second Bull Run, Antietam, 
Gettysburg, the Wilderness, and Petersburg, and also in 
every battle of the 5th Corps of the Army of the Potomac 
down to the surrender of Appomattox. He was wound- 
ed and captured while in command of the brigade skir- 
mish line at the second battle of Hatcher’s Run and was 
incarcerated in Libby Prison until paroled. He was 
brevetted lieutenant colonel. 

Moses P. Ross, a veteran of the Civil War, who for 
twenty-seven years has been janitor of the New York 
State Arsenal, at Seventh avenue and Thirty-fifth street, 
New York City; died there April 28, of heart failure. 
He served through the war in the 124th Regiment, New 
York Volunteers, and saw service at Gettysburg and 
other famous battles. He was a member of the 71st 
Regiment Veteran Association, the Anderson Zouaves, 
and was past commander of the Anderson-Williams Post, 
G.A.R., No. 394.

Referring to the death of Surgeon Frederick A. 
Hesler, U.S.N., near Shanghai, March 11, on board the 
U.S.8. Wilmington while en route from Manila to Yoko- 
homa heretofore noted in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL 
the Evanston, Ills., Index of March 21 last among other 
things says: “Surgeon Hesler was well known in 
Evanston. Born in Chicago, Jan. 27, 1861, he came to 
Evanston with his parents in 1872. After pursuing the 
usual course in the public schools of Chicago and Evans- 
ten, he entered Northwestern University. There he re- 
mained until the ciose of his junior year, and then en- 
tered Rush Medical College, from which in regular 
course ue obtained his degree of M.D. For special 
work in surgery and bacteriology he first went to Miami 
Medical College at Cincinnati, and then to Jefferson 
College at Philadelphia. He was appointed a surgeon 
in the United States Navy in June, 1884, and assigned 
to the craiser Minnesota. From that time he had various 
assignments, the greater part of which had kept him 
at sea. He was with the fleet of Aamiral Dewey until 
just prior to the battle of Manila, but at the time of 
that famous fight he was on his way to Boston, as- 
signed to hospital service. In Boston he remained two 
years and was then sent to Peking, where he was at 
the time that city was taken by the allied forces. From 
Peking he was ordered to Guam, and remained there two 
years, going thence to Cavite. At this last station he 
had charge as health officer of five provinces. Last 
September he experienced a severe attack of Asiatic 
cholera, from the effects of which he had not entirely 
recovered, and it was while on his way to Yokohama to 
receive hospital treatment that the final orders came. 
Surgeon Hesler was married at Cincinnati, Dec. 24, 
1884, to Miss. Agnes Belknap of that city, and had 
one daughter, Dorothy, who is in school here. His 
was no idle life—active, earnest and useful, he was highly 
regarded by the Department; popular with his brother 
officers and loved by the men to whom he brought heal- 
ing. 

_P.A. Surgeon Harold H. Haas, U.S.N., who tried to 
kill himself in Staunton a few days since’ by shooting. 
died at Richmond, Va., May 5, after both eyes had 
been removed by a surgeon. He left a letter addressed 
to Senora Mulleen, in Porto Rico. It was not mailed, 
but was given to his brother. Dr. Haas, who lived in 
Harrisonburg, selected Staunton as the place to shoot 
himself because it would be easy for his family to get 
his body there. Dr. Haas had not been well and his 
condition was aggravated by mental worry over a 
difficulty in which he had become involved with another 
officer over a matter of discipline at Culebra Island, 
West Indies, where he was stationed last winter. 
court of inquiry was appointed to investigate the matter 
and Dr. Haas was exonerated. He was appointed an 
assistant surgeon in the Navy in December, 1897.

He is 
fully responsible for his conduct, and has shown no in- 
clination to evade the issue. On the contrary, the re- 
vival. a few months since, of charges that were fully 
investigated and found groundless two years ago, wis 
met by him with a prompt request for a court of in- 
quiry to scrutinize the facts of record. Whether a court 
of inquiry shall be ordered depends upon the investiga- 
tion which has been instituted by the Judge Advocate 
General. At present it looks as though Major Howze 
had called the “anti-imperialist” bluff and called it hard. 


Secretary Root has accepted the resignation of Lievt- 
Chas. P. Faulkner for the good of the Service. Secre- 
tary Root says in his memorandum on the subject that 
Faulkner has resigned while under the charges of em- 
bezzlement and obtaining money by means of fraudulent 
checks. He says: “The only circumstances which jus 
tify considering the tender of the resignation are that 
the offenses were committed in Alaska, that there were 
not enough officers of the Army available to constitute 
2 court martial; that it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible to get the necessary evidence for the purposes 
of a court martial elsewhere; and that a failure of jus- 
tice might result. In view of the previous gallant con- 
duct of the accused in the field, and of the fact that the 
money has been refunded, the limit of sentence would 
prebably be dismissal.

SMALL ARMS FIRING REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 6, APRIL 29, H.Q.A.,A.G.0. 

Pending the publication of the Small Arms Firing Reg- 
ulations revised by a board of officers composed of Major 
James Parker, U.S. Cavalry, Asst. Adjt. Gen.; Major 
John F. Guilfoyle, 12th Cavalry; Major William A. Mann, 
14th Infantry; Major Frederick W. Sibley, llth Cavalry, 
and Capt. Harry C. Hale, 2th Infantry, and supple- 
mentary to the instructions and regulations published in 
General Orders, No. 20, February 26, 1903, from this office, 
the following advance sheets of the firing regulations, 
relating exclusively to the subject of competitions for 
small arms firing, having received the approval of the 
Secretary of War, are published for the guidance of all 
coneerned, and will take the place of Part IV of the 
above-cited order, and will, in connection with the 
Small Arms Firing Regulations, govern small arms prac- 
tice until further orders.

We omit the text of the order which is 28 pages and 
publishes -part IV of the Regulations, 

There will be six competiuons yearly, as follows: 1. 
The Department Infantry Competition; 2. The Depart- 
ment Cavalry Competition; 3. The Army Infantry Com- 
petition; 4. The Army Cavalry Competition; 5. The De- 
partment Pistol Competition; 6. The Army Pistol Compe- 
tition. 

Chapter I refers to Department Infantry Competition, 
Department Cavalry Competition, Army Infantry Compe- 
tition, Army Cavalry Competion, Department Pistol Com- 
petition, Army Pistol Competition. 

Chapter II relates to officer in charge and assistants, 
marking, scoring and signaling; arms and ammunition, 
shooting, ties, penalties, distinguished classes of marks- 
men, competition in the Philippine Islands. 

Distinguished classes of marksmen. Requirements..- 
Whtenever a marksman has won three authorized medals 
in department and Army rifle or carbine ;competitions, or 
in department and Army pistol competitions, he will be 
announced in orders from the War Department as »e- 
longing to a distinguished class, no longer eligible to 
enter the department competitions with the arm in the 
use of which he is distinguished. Designations.—If the 
three medals were won in rifle or carbine competitions, 
the marksman will be designated a ‘distinguished marks- 
man,” and if in pistol competition, a ‘distinguished pistol 
shot.’"" Badges.—To distinguished marksmen and to dis- 
tinguished pistol shots appropriate badges will be issued 
which, after being received by the soldier, if lost, can be 
replaced by purchase only, for which authority must be 
obtained from the War Department. Competitions in the 
Philippine Islands.—Competitions in the Philippine Is- 
lianas wil! take place in such numbers, at s@ch places, 
and at such times as the division commander may dilect. 

Chapter III gives various instructions and suggestions. 

Chapter IV prescribes the post competitions.

OFFICIAL CORKKESPONDENCE. 
CIRCULAR 2%, MAY 4, H.@Q.A.,A.G.O. 

The large’ number of communications from the Army 
that reach the Adjutant General direct—largely from 
officers recently appointed—and frequent inquiries as to 
the medium of communication under the battalion sys- 
tem, Artillery districts, etc., su t the expediency of 
publishing an interpretation of the Regulations per- 
taining to official correspondence. 

The general rule laid down in paragraph 847, “Army 
Regulations, excepts therefrom, first, “Communications 
relating to matters regarding which intermediate com- 
manders can have no knowledge,’ and second, “Commu- 
nications relating to matters over which intermediate 
commanders are not expected to exercise control.” 

The first of tnese excepti clauses, as it relates to a 
simple question of fact, would seem to need no interpre- 
tation; yet many officers address the Adjutant General 
direct on question of interpretation of the Drill Regula- 
tions, of the Guard Manual, of military courtesy, uni- 
form, etc.; the most of which questions. if sent through 
military channels, need not go beyond department head- 
quarters. There are very few question upon which sub- 
ordinate officers serving with troops need address the 
Adjutant General direct. In cases where officers detect 
errors in the Army Regulations, or the Army Directory, 
or in any other War Department publication relating to 
themselves or others; or where those who have served tn 
Volunteer organizations desire information regarding 
their former service, or upon other questions of a purely 
personal nature they may communicate direct, but upon 
any question of doubt they should resort to the military 
channel, 

The second of the excepting clauses, however, permits 
correspondence “over which intermediate commanders 
are not expected to exercise control” to pass direct. This 
applies to routine reports and returns w ich are required 
by law or regulation to be rendered to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, or the chiefs of the other staff depart- 
ments, to regimental commanders, etc. The authority 
in respect to the appointment of commissioned and non- 
commissioned staff of regiments and battalions, of the 
appointment, promotion, and reduction of non-commis- 
sioned officers, etc., is by other regulations expressly 
vested in regimental, battalion, and company command- 
ers, and is for that reason exempted from the supervision 
of intermediate commanders. also is, correspondence 
with the heads of the several staff departments in cer- 
tain matters similarly excepted in paragraph 849, Army 
Regulations, which provides that. “Except as provided 
in paragraph 852, all communications, reports, and es- 
timates from officers serving at a military post, and com- 
munications of every nature addressed to them relating 
to the affairs of the post will pass through the post 
commander.” 

t in the cases of engineer battalions which have

the maintenance of law and order’’—its members, as to 
making arrests, searches and seizures, are in the same 
status as a peace officer with a warrant. The Army is 
not authorized to administer punishments unless the 
writ of habeas corpus in these islands is suspended .u 
accordance with Section 5 of the act of Congress approved 
July 1, 1902, in which case full exercise of martial law 
power could be exercised, but even then it should not be 
resorted to except as a matter of necessity. 

Retention of prisoners after making arrest should not 
exceed a reasonable time, which seems to be well stated 
in the Constabulary law above quoted, 

Procuring of a warrant after making an arrest 
should be left to the civil authorities. 

After prisoners are turned over to the civil authorities 
there is no legal objection to the Army assisting them 
in their retention. 

it. When tn any place in the Philippine Islands the 
Army is aiding the civil authorities in the mainten- 
ance of order and enforcement of law, and a part or 
the Insular Constabulary has been placed by the cvil 
authorities under command of officers of the Army, such 
command will only be exercised for tactical purposes; 
for administrative purposes such as supply and discip- 
line the Constabulary will be dependent on the civil 
authorities. In case of emergencies if it becomes neces- 
sary to issue rations or other supplies to the Constabu- 
lary so employed, receipt will be taken therefor and 
transmitted to the civil authorities through these head- 
quarters for settlement of the resulting indebtedness,

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PAST AND FUTURE OF THE ARMY. 


The pamphlet giving the dates of retirment in the mii- 
itary services, which we have in press for publication 
atout May 15, is much the most complete work of the 
kind thus far issued. It gives not only the dates of re- 
tirements, and a synopsis of the laws regulating retire- 
ments, but a statement of the number of changes each 
year, in the Army at least, since the Civil War, or for 
the years from 1866 to 1902 inclusive, thirty-seven years 
in all. It also gives the statistics of Regular officers killed 
in each year during the Civil War and the number dying 
from other causes during the war. Altogether during 
these years of war, from 1861 to 1865 our Regular Army 
lost 184 officers killed in battle or dying from wounds io 
.181 dying from disease or accidents. This was an aver- 
age of seventy-three deaths in each of the five years, 
nearly equally divided between deaths in battle and deaths 
from other causes. During the thirty-seven years since 
the great war, down to and including the year 1902, the 
number of officers killed in action or dying from the 
wounds received in action has been 131, sixty-eight of 
these, or about one-half being victims of our recent en- 
gegements in Cuba the Philippines and China, and the 
others or sixty-three falling in engagements with the 
Indians; 1,027 officers on the active list have died mean- 
while from other causes. We do not include deaths on 
the retired list as our purpose is to show the changes 
on the active list. While the deaths from the casualties 
of battle were during the Civil War one-half of the 
whole, since then they have been in the proportion of only 
one in @ine. During the years of active operations 
against the Spaniards, Filipinos and Chinese, 1898, 1899, 
1900 and 1901, we lost in all sixty-eight officers in battle, 
thirty-one per cent. of all the deaths during these years. 

Since 1865 there have been 291 officers eliminated from 
the Army for causes reflecting on their soldierly character, 
being dropped or cashiered, wholly retired, or branded 
as deserters. This is an average of about eight in each 
year, the largest number being in 1869 when there were 
twenty-five, and the smallest last year when there were 
none at all, the only officer recorded as dropped being 
dead, as the recent discovery of his body proved. Seven 
hundred and ninety-two officers have resigned in the 
thirty-seven year, an average of twenty-one, and over 
1,200 officers have been retired, an average of some 
thirty-three yearly. 

Our retirement list will enable each officer to forecast 
the vacancies which will result from officers reaching 
the age limit, but these are not all the retirements, the 
total average of retirements being, to judge from past 
experience, thirty-three in each year as stated above. 
The average casualties of all kinds are as follows: Re- 
tirements from all causes, 33; deaths, 33; resignations, 
22; dropped, cashiered, etc., 8, a total average of ninety- 
six vacancies’ to be filled in each year. 
for the five years commencing with 1898, and ending 
with 1902, has been higher than this, or 113 annually. 
As the Army has been enlarged it may be expected that 
it will continue higher than the old average before the 
war with Spain. We should judge that an officer might 
count in the future on advancing something over 100 
files in each year, year in and year out. 

It has been so difficult to pick out from forty-two 
Army Registers the statistics given in our pamphlet that 
some errors may have crept in though the greatest of 
care has been taken to avoid them. If any are dis- 
covered, either in the statistics or in the dates given for 
retirements, we should be glad to have them pointed out. 
The youngest officer in the Army would appear to be 
2d Lieut. Converse R. Lewis whose name appears last 
on the list of Infantry officers published on page 907 
He does not retire until Jan. 30, 1946. The changes he 
will witness in the Army, if it is his fortune to live until 
the age of retirement, are indicated by the statistics given 
here. Not one of the officers now on the active list will 
be on the roster for service forty-three years hence and 
but a small proportion of them on the retired list: on 
fame’s eternal camping ground their silent tents will be 
spread, and what noteworthy events will occur meantime! 
Within the past forty-three years we have had two wars 
which have established the foundations of the Republic 
anew in the affections of the people of all the forty- 
five States of the Union, and have extended our empire 
to the confines of the great Asiatic world which opens 
such limitless possibilities for the future expansion of 
our commerce and the corresponding growth of our in- 
fluence in international affairs. It is obvious that a 
noble tield of usefulness in the’ defence of their country, 
and in upholding its dignity and honor, now opens before 
the young men just entering upon a military career. 
They cannot fail to appreciate the importance of devoting 
their most conscientious efforts daily and hourly to fit- 
ting themselves for the high duty before them. The 
tone of the Service should be kept so high that even the 
slothful and, the laggards, if there be any bearing the 








commission of the President, will be stimulated to effort 
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and the honorable traditions of the past more than main- 
tained. 


MILITIA RIFLE PRACTICE. 

It is feared that the instruction and regulations for 
small arms firing, for the use of the organized Militia 
or National Guard, as prescribed by the War Depart- 
ment, will prove unsuitable to the National Guard of the 
larger States because of the larger amount of time needed 
to carry out the program, and the expense. ‘These two 
important factors of time and money appear to have 
heen Overlooked. Take the State of New York, for ex- 

mple, that has the largest force of State troops in the 
‘'nion and the most liberally supported. It has a most 
complete system of rifle practice, developed after years 
of careful study, which exacts of its citizen soldiers 
the full limit of service. No State in the Union has as 
many marksmen, and the skill of some of its best shots 
in open competition is a matter of record, but under the 
present New York system, every man who reports for 
duty on a rifle range with his organization receives in- 
struction in skirmish firing, while under the Army system 
a man must reach the grade of sharpshooter before he 
rap engage in such a system. Thus the majority of 
men in the National Guard of a large State would be 
left entirely ignorant of skirmish firing. The average 
man has the ability to qualify as marksman, but the 
higher the grade, the fewer the qualifications. The 
present system of New York leads men on gradually in 
the different grades. A man who makes the necessary 
acore at 100, 200 and 300 yards on an “A” target. re- 
eelves a marksman’s badge and every man in the guard 
is required to shoot at these ranges. Next he can practice 
as a sharpshooter at 500 and 600 yards on a “B” target, 
and if he qualifies, he is encouraged to try for the higher 
honor of expert at 700 and 800 yards on a “B” target. 
Should he be still ambitious for further improvement, 
he can qualify as a distinguished expert at 900 and 1,000 
yards on a “C” target. If a man qualifies once in any 
of these grades for the year, he wins decoration. 

Under the Army system, a man would have to qualify 
twice in each grade. With a small National Guard like 
that of New Hampshire, for example, which last year 
qvalified 836 men with the rifle out of 1,280 composing 
the force, the Army system could be followed easily, but 
with New York, which qualified 10,654 marksmen in the 
aggregate, it would be a difficult matter. Of the 10,654 
New York marksmen, 951 were sharpshooters, 371 were 
experts, and 195 were distinguished experts. If New 
York adopted the Army system only 951 men would have 
instruction as skirmishers, instead of 9,134 as at present. 
In New Hampshire only the 42 men in the Guard under 
the Army rules, who represent the sharpshooters in that 
State, could receive instruction in skirmishing. 

To meet the requirements of the War Department 
system would mean an increase of $13,875 per year for 
New York for ammunition alone, if black powder was 
nsed. It would also mean that men would have to vir- 
tually encamp on a range for several days or a week, to 
comply with the system, and this is an additional ex- 
penditure of time which no large guard force can be 
compelled to give if there is any expectation of getting 
recruits for it. The limit of time at the disposal of 
citizens performing voluntary military duty should be 
carefully considered. New York State will continue its 
own system, it is understood, but will adopt the new 
Army targets. It is admitted “that it would be of great 
benefit if employers would allow their men to get off 
several days every week to perform military duty, but 
as they won’t do it, the State must make the best of 
what is possible in the limited time at the disposal of 
citizens. 

Another important point for consideration is the extra 
amount of bookkeeping that will be required of large 
Btates wnder the system prescribed in G.O. 50, H.Q.A., 
which it is declared would be a positive hardship. 

The phrase “acquiring the sea habit” which is fre- 
quently used in connection with the training of recruits 
in the Navy, carries to the lay mind something of an in- 
dication of a rolling gait, a chronic hitching at the waist- 
band of the trousers, a saline vocabulary and a canny 
knowledge of the brands of eating tobacco. The Navy 
Department knows the epoch as one in which the re- 
cruit is learning to make himself comfortable aboard ship 
and during which he is liable to fits of depression in 
which more things than sea water look blue. It is the 
period in which the romance of a life on the rolling deep 
becomes temporarily obscured and life seems hard. Dur- 
ing such a period the recruit is likely to write to his 
family or his Congressman in such terms as seem to war- 
rant an abolition of the service, and a considerable part 

of the work of the Navy Department lies in assuring in- 
quiring friends that the recruit will feel better when he 
gets over his nostalgia. If the investigation which is 
made in each case of complaint happens to cover some 
weeks, it is liable to get to the recruit about the time he 
is beginning to take notice and enjoy himself and he is 
quite willing to admit that “things look different.” Ina 
recent case the recruit appealed with great earnestness 
for relief; he had not only been enlisted under misrepre- 
sentations, but the food, the living conditions, the asso- 
ciations were unbearable. This was in the last days of 
March. Before the middle of April he had stated to his 
commanding officer, to quote the official report, “that at 
the time (the date of his letters) he was feeling some- 
what depressed and discouraged, and admits that in his 
temporary frame of mind he did make such statements 
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that he now feels would give a wrong impression as to the 
actual facts of the case. Now that he has become 
more acquainted on board, he feels in a better frame of 
mind than he did when he wrote the letters.” In fact 
his frame of mind was so much more hopeful that he was 
very willing to admit that what he had previously written 
was without foundation except as it had impressed him 
through his homesickness and newness to his surround- 
ings. It is the desire of the Navy Department to impress 
two things on recruits, their relatives and friends. The 
first is that recruits should be very sure that they want 
to go to sea and that they should understand that they 
must pass through a period of some discomfort while ex- 
changing the shore for the sea habit, and the second is 
that a man once enlisted must serve his full term of en- 
listment ; that having made the contract there is no back- 
ing out, for under the regulations of the Department no 
discharge will be granted except for disability; distaste 
for the life or family considerations cannot be consid- 
ered. The present conditions of the service which seem 
likely to be permanent, make it absolutely essential that 
the enlistment contract shall be enforced as strictly as 
it has been enforced since the date of the executive order 
which abolished the former privilege of discharge by pur- 
chase. 





Among the stories that have recently come out of the 
Philippines is one contained in a letter written by José 
Xavier, an insurgent official recently arrested in Manila, 
alleging that the recent visit of Lieutenant General Miles 
to the islands was undertaken for political purposes. 
Xavier’s letter, which was seized in February by the 
civil authorities, was written in December when General 
Miles was about to leave Hong for Peking, and states 
that General Miles was sent to the Philippines by the 
Democratic party of thé United States to. ascertain 
whether the Filipinos were capable of self-government. 
This letter addressed to Alejandro Santiago, Supreme 
Chief of the Katipunan, the powerful and‘ dangerous 
secret society in the islands, explained that General Miles 
wanted to have it appear that he had come to the islands 
simply to inspect the American troops, that he would 
work quietly, that he loved the Filipinos and had pro- 
mised that the question of recognizing their independence 
would be decided in May of the present year. Major 
General Davis, commanding the Division of the Philip- 
pines, in forwarding the letter to the War Department, 
expressed the belief that Xavier had made unauthorized 
use of General Miles’s name. Because of its serious 
nature the communication was referred to General Miles, 
und it is said that he has replied that Xavier had abso- 
lutely no foundation for his statements. This explana- 
tion is accepted and no further action will be taken by 
the Secretary of War. We are told that General Miles 
did announce that he wished to obtain information con- 
cerning the treatment of the natives by our troops and 
this may have given the mischievous impression exp 
in the letter referred to. Whatever may haVe been the 
intention of the General his action has served the pur- 
poses of those hostile to the Administration under whose 
orders he is acting. It may be useful to General Miles 
to learn from this little incident that the testimony of 
an anonymous Filipino is not to be accepted as more 
worthy of belief than that of an officer of the Army. 
Certainly the War Department very properly refuses 
to accept it, to the discredit of the Lieutenant General, 
even though he has himself accepted it as evidence 
against his comrades of the Army.

With Secretary Root’s acceptance of what is known 
as the “Fisher Tract” as the site for the new military 
post near Columbus, O., the Army will soon be in pos- 
session of one of the finest reservations under its control. 
The tract contains about 2,000 acres and lies on the 
Olentangy River twelve miles north of Columbus, from 
which it can be reached by two lines of railway and 
one line of trolley road. The land has an altitude: of 

200 feet above the river, thus insuring perfect drainage, 
the water supply is abundant and pure and the surround- 
ing country is so healthful and attractive in every way 
that the site is an ideal one for a splendid military post. 
The present Army post at Columbus Barracks lies in the 
heart of the city and is lacking in the accommodations 
required of it. Congress at its last session authorized 
the Secretary of War to dispose of the present property 
and to use the proceeds for the establishment of another 
post in or near the city if a proper site could be ob- 
taind with the funds available. The “Fisher Tract” will 
cost about $180,000, but the present Columbus Barracks 
property is so valuable because of its location in the busi- 
ness center of the city that it will probably bring more 
than enough to pay for the new site.

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One of the most interesting and successful features 
eennected with the mobilization of Regular troops at 
St. Louis incident to the dedication of the World’s 
Fair building, was the housing and feeding of officers 
and men under one roof, the Educational Building, cover- 
ing an area of six acres, being used for the purpose. 
The kitchen, with a capacity sufficient to cook three 
meals a day for three thousand men, was in the 
court of the building. The duty of organizing this mess 
was assigned by Commissary General Weston to Lieut. 
Col. A. L. Smith, Deputy Commissary General, U.S. 
Army, with instructions to feed the enlisted men on the 
straight ration, whose money value is 17 cents per day 
per man. All the supplies used for the purpose were 
purchased in St. Louis. In addition to the feeding of 
the enlisted men, Col. Smith organized an officers’ mess, 
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at which from 150 to 200 offiéers took their meals. As 
an illustration of the kind ‘of food given the enlisted 
men of the Army at 17 cents per man per day, a bill of 
fare for May 2 was as follows: ‘Breakfast—Oatmeal and 
milk, pork sausage, potatoes, bread and coffee. Dinner— 
Bread and coffee, baked beans, pork, catsup. Supper— 
Bean soup, cold corn beef, potatoes, bread and coffee. 














All of the reports of the officers constituting the spe- 
cial board appointed by the Secretary ‘of War to test the 
new rifle designed by the Ordnance Department, with a 
view to its adoption by the Army, have been received. 
We understand that without one single exception the re- 
ports are highly favorable to the new rifle and General 
Crozier will next week make a formal recommendation 
to the Secretary of War that the new rifle be adopted 
for the Army. It is what has been termed the compro- 
mise gun, and has a barrel of only twenty-four inches in 
length, adapting it to the use of the Cavalry as well 
as the Infantry arm of the Service, and making it pos- 
sible to entirely do away with the Cavalry carbine. The 
new rifle uses a .30 ball. The reports made by the indi- 
vidual officers of the testing board are highly commenda- 
tory, and state that the tests have developed the fact, 
that while the barre] of the new rifle is four inches shorter 
than that of the Krag-Jorgensen and but two inches 
longer than that of the Oavalry carbine, the piece is 
more powerful than either and has a higher initial ve- 
locity and flatter trajectory. We have already described 
the rifle in detail. 
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The destruction of the range-finder tower at Fort 
Adams, R.I., together with its valuable instruments, by 
fire on May 5, makes it timely to inquire whether such 
structures could not be built entirely of iron or steel. 
Without-the tower the guns at Fort Adams are useless, 
for it was the point from which their training and firing 
were controlled. It is easy to see what serious embar- 
rassment would result in time of war from the destruc- 
tion of the range-finder tower by fire or other causes, and 
to guard against such contingencies every effort should 
be made to render the towers as nearly fire proof as pos- 
sible. In these days of light but durable structural 
iron and steel, a way should easily be found to avert 
mishaps like the one at Fort Adams. Apropos to this 
matter we recall the story told by an officer of En- 
gineers. He went with an officer of Artillery to show 
him the site he had selected for a fire control station 
below New Orleans. When the veteran Artillery officer 
observed that it was exposed on all sides in a flat country 
he said: “Young man, in case of necessity, the fire 
control station I shall occupy will be Fort Jackson.” 


In their inspection of organized Militia, officers of 











the Army have some two hundred questions to 
propound to officers of the National Guard, con- 
cerning the State force, on blanks supplied for 


the purpose. Quite a number of these questions 
could. well be eliminated from future blanks, as 
they have no bearing whatsoever on the Militia 
service, and are a useless waste of time to officers of the 
Army. as well as the Militia. Some of the questions 
it is almost impossible to find proper answers for, and 
in many cases of this sort the War Department will be 
no wiser than it was before the questions were asked. 
It would have been much better to have consulted with 
some thoroughly posted officer of the National Guard 
hefore the blanks were prepared. The inspection of 
one battalion of the 7th and one of the 13th, N.Y., which 
began the inspection in that State, occupied the time of 
Army officers until after midnight.

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Private advices from Porto Rico confirm the belief, 
hitherto expressed in these columns, that the recent in- 
dictment of several Army and Navy officers at San Juan 
on charges of smuggling was instigated by -disgruntled 
and jealous civilians as a means of “getting even” on 
certain’ fancied grievances. The facts in the case are 
such that the dismissal of the indictments + perhaps 
quite as welcome to the civil authorities at San Juan as 
it can possibly be to the accused officers, inasmuch as 
civilian officials are said to have received a generous 
share of the liquors alleged to have been smuggled. ‘The 
whole affair is discreditable to those with whom it origi- 
nated, and the fair-minded residents of Porto Rico have 
reason to be thankful that it is a closed incident.

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ARE ADDITIONAL NUMBERS VACANCIES? 


Navy Department, Washington, April 25, 1903. 

The within opinion of the Judge Advocate General is 
approved. The act of March 3, 1899, commonly known 
as the Personnel act, in section 7 fixed the number com- 
posing the different grades of the active list of the line 
of the Navy for the purpose of insuring a reasonable 
flow of promotion. A certain number was fixed upon as 
a minimum number of officers who in some way shoul: 
be removed from the active list from year to year. If 
this number is not reached in the ordinary way by death, 
resignation and retirement under the provisions of pre- 
existing law, a sufficient number of retirements is forced 


under the provisions of sections 8 and 9 of said act to 
bring the total number of retirements from the Service 
up to that prescribed by law. The last Naval Appropria- 
tion act, while it changed the number of officers in several 
of the grades in the Navy, in no way affected the pro- 
vision for retirement under sections 8 and 9 of the Per- 
sonnel act.

Sir: In compliance with your verbal direction I have 
considered the question presented in a letter, dated 
Puget Sound, April 2, 1903, from Lieut, Philip Williams, 
U.S.N., as to whether the additional numbers author- 
ized in certain grades of the active list of the Navy by 
the act approved March 3, 1903, are to be treated as 
vacancies within the meaning of Sections 8 and 9 of the 
Personnel act. 

In its ordinary signification, the word ‘‘vacancy” has 
reference to a place or position previously existing and 
filed, and which has, in some manner, become vacant. 
It is not as ordinarily used, applicable to a newly cre- 
ated place or position, but the fact that it is sometimes 
employed in the latter sense renders it necessary to con- 
sider whether it is so used in the statute in question. 

There seems to be nothing in Section 8 of the Per- 
sonnel act rowing light upon the matter, but it is ap- 
parently det@rmined in the first clause of Section 9 of that 
act, which reads: 

“That shov.u it be found at the end of any fiscal year 
that the retirements pursuant to the provisions of law 
now in force, the voluntary retirements provided for in 
this act, and casualties are not sufficient to cause the 
average vacancies enumerated in Section 8 of this act, 
the Secretary of the Navy shall * * * convene a board 
of five rear admirals. * * * The board shall then se- 
lect, as soon as practicable after the first day of July, 
a sufficient number of officers from the before-mentioned 
grades, as constituted on the thirtieth day of June of that 
year, to cause the average vacancies enumerated in Sec- 
tion 8 of this act.” 

Additional positions created by law are, it seems to me, 
quite clearly not either ‘‘retirements’ pursuant to any 
provisions of law, or “casualties,” and it appears, 
therefore, that they should not be counted in making up 
the average vacancies contemplated by Sections 8 and 9 
of the Personnel act. 

That this is the correct view of the matter seems to 
be confirmed by the consideration that the Personnel 
act increased the numbers in certain grades, which ad- 
ditional positions were filled by promotion made, in 
each case, from the grade below; but none of these were 
counted as vacancies within the contemplation of Sec- 
tions 8 and 9 A further consideration also tending 
to confirm the conclusion hereinbefore expressed is well 
stated by the Bureau of Navigation in the last para- 
graph of its endorsement upon Lieutenant Williams' 
letter, i. e., the fact that these additional positions, while 
providing immediate advancement for certain officers, 
do not have permanent effect. Officers below those pro- 
moted under the act of March 3, 1903, do not thereby 
receive such advancement as will place them at an 
earlier date in the higher grades; whereas vacancies 
caused by retirements and casualties do so effect the ad- 
vancement of junior officers as to place them earlier 
in the higher grades. 

Since, therefore, the additional positions created by the 
act of March 3, 198, do not have the effect of vacancies, 
lam of opinion that they should not be treated as such 
within the meaning of Sections 8 and 9 of the Personnel 
act.

Col. M. Osgood, Lieut. Campbell, of the Porto Rico 
regiment, and others. are pushing the formation of a 
Spanish War veteran’s association here and have se- 
cured many names for charter membership.

An interesting question in international law was 
raised a few aays ago in the U.S. District Court 
here in the trial of two Porto Ricans, charged 
with stealing some nautical instruments from the Ger- 
man warship Panther, when that vessel was recently 
in San Juan harbor. Attorney Robbins, for the de- 
fense, pleaded that the Federal court had no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter as the crime was committed on a Ger- 
man vessel and that so far as the law was concerned 
even though that vessel lay in waters which are un- 
doubtedly American, the vessel itself was under the 
jurisdiction of the German Emperor. The court 
(fudge Holt) overruled this pleading and suggested that 
the attorney for the defense file a brief, upon asking for 
an arrest of judgment, setting forth the status of the 
question. The defendants were then found guilty.

From end to end of the line of march 
here was one continuous roar of applause from the vast 
hrongs of spectators lining the streets, and all the parad-

Ten-thirty was the hour set for the start of the 


arade, and at 10:30 it started. Prompt to the minute’ 


veneral Corbin gave the word, one hundred martial 
ombs flew into the clouds and their explosion was the 
ignal that set the column in motion. 

All the troops made an especially fine appearance. 
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per of the Regular Army in the parade, a corres- 
pondent suys: 

“General Corbin and his staff, composed of visiting 
Army and militia officers, many of whom had served 
in the Spanish War, came swi down the boulevara, 
clad in full-dress —~eo ar the most made bril- 
liant by gold lace and cord. 

“Col. John B. Castleman, * of Kentucky, was astride a 
magnificent thoroughbred "which required all the skill 
which has made its rider famous to hold the animal in 
line. 

“Heading the first division, the Regular Army contin- 
gent of the parade, was Major Gen. 5 og a} Cc. a es and 
staff. He was greeted with cheers as he 
by the groups in front of the St. Louis Club and ence 
on through the entire line of Ls parade, 

“General Kobbe, commanding the first neteate, and his 
staff, were closely followed by a battalion of Engineers, 
commanded by Major Leach. Their red trap made 
a brilliant contrast with the blue of their uniforms, and 
the public was given its first opportunity to see soldiers 
of this branch of the Service since the days of the 
Spanish War. 

“But real marching, the genuine effect of discipline and 
of tedious hours spent on a drill field, was to be seen 
when the famous old 3d Infantry, Col. John H. Page com- 
manding, came swinging down the boulevard to the 
music of its own band. The rhythmic swing of the arm 
and foot, the perfect alignment of their rifies, their well- 
dressed lines and their well-fitting uniforms made a 
picture which will long be remembered by those fortunate 
enough to have witnessed their progress. 

“The W2th Infantry, Col. W. 8. McCaskey, was headed 
by its band, and was a well-drilled body of men. 

‘Riding ahead of the 24 Brigaue was a short officer, — 
hair and beard turning to silver and wearin — fatigu 
uniform which is most familiar to St. Lou 
was nothing particularly imposing about the , wy “_ 
yet, as his beautiful black horse moved out the boule- 
vard, he was tendered an ovation which was second 
only to that which greeted the Presidential party. He 
was Gen. Fred D. Grant, commandi the 2d Brigade. 
Under him were the 6th Regiment, and the 22d Infantry. 

“Equipped as a landing party next came the jackies 
from the monitor Arkansas. The sailors were attired 
in the blue uniforms and brown canvas leggins and 
armed with rifies and sword bayonets. Their marching 
was not so perfect and their lines were not so prettily 
kept, but in all the parade it is doubtful if any body 
of troops received a more enthusiastic welcome from 
the crowds. 

“In the final preparation of the parade the Cavalry and 
Artillery exchanged places, the Artillery following close 
upon the heels of the Infantry, headed by their own 
mounted band. Their uniforms were not se showy as 
were those of the Infantry or the Cavany. but their 
work was very creditable. First came the Siege Bat. 
tery, Capt. Granger Adams commanding, with ns 
mounted on heavy trucks. As they rumbled by, they 
were followed by heavy wagons instead of caissons, in 
which were the privates who man the guns. Not since 
the days of the Civil War have such weapons moved 
through St. Louis streets. 

“Somehow the siege guns failed to elicit the enthusiasm 
the smaller and sprightlier field pieces in the 7th and 
16th Batteries did. As their drivers handled the heavy 
pieces with perfect ease and dexterity, closing from 
double column to single column at Vandeventer avenue, 
there rose a cheer which grew until it extended up and 
down the street for blocks. 

“Of the Artillery contingent the mountain battery, the 
28th, provoked most curiosity. Never before had such 
a battery been seen in St. Louis, and the sight of the 
light guns, mounted on the backs of mules, led by rugged 
Artillerymen and followed by other mules, carrying pack 
saddles bearing trucks and ammunition, and by other 
Artillerymen on foot, the sight was one which caused 
much interesting comment. 

“Of all the Regular troops the Cavalry attracted most 
attention. There is a fascination about a trooper, gay in 
his gold cord and his braid, with the glint of steel. that 
never fails to win the hearts of a crowd. The 4th Cav- 
alry, Major Frank A. Edwards in command, had the 
honor of leading the Cavalry brigade, headed by the 
4th’s own band. The regiment was clad in full-dress uni- 
form, and made its first appearance in public with the 
new cap recently adopted by the Army. The handsonw 
bay horses seemed to enter into the spirit of the occasion, 
and the whole picture, as the command swung down 
the hill toward Vandeventer avenue, colors and guidons 
fluttering in the breeze, was" inspiring.”

The builders’ trial of the torpedo-boat destroyer Mac 
donough, which took place a few days ago outside Bos- 
ton Light, was attended with such successful results 
that the Fore River Ship and Engine Company have asked 
the United States Navy Department for the official en- 
durance test to be made on May 7. The Macdonough, 
which is a sister ship to the Lawrence, recently turnea 
over to the Navy Department, is 246 feet long, 22 feet, 
4 inches beam, 14 feet deep, with a displacement of 
about 400 tons. She has four boilers and two four 
cylinder engines with a horse power of 8,000, which is 
more than sufficient to develop the required 26-knot speed, 
which on the endurance test must be maintained for one 
hour. During the trial of April 28, even better speed 
was made. The run was straight out to sea for about 
twenty miles. There was a long grounau swell from the 
continued easterly winds, but the vessel rode the waves 
like a duck, giving a very satisfactory demonstration 6f 
her seaworthiness. The board of naval officers to test 
the Macdonough will probably be Capt. Charles F. Train, 
president; Capt. Charles R. Roelker, engineer officer ; 
Asst, Naval Constr. William G. Groesbeck; Coimdr. W. 
©. Cowles, recorder. 

Quite a number of war vessels are now at the navy 
yard, New York, to be overhauled and the berthing ca- 
pacity of the yard is taxed to its utmost. There are 
now at the yard the Kearsarge, the Iowa, the Alabama, 
the Indiana, the Columbia, the Hartford, the Brooklyn, 
the Dixie, the Baltimore and the torpedo boat Morris, 
iv addition to a lot of smaller craft. This is more than 
have been seen there for some time. The Alabama was 
looked over by a board May 2 and a report as to the 
repairs she needs has been forwarded to Washington. 
A report on the Kearsarge has also been made. Com- 
mander Briggs is detached from duty at the Ordnance 
Department of the yard and is in charge of the fitting out 
of the Baltimore, ordered in commission this week. He 
will command the vessel. Commander Karl Rolrer has 
assumed charge of the Ordnance Department. The ser- 
iousness of the strike situation at the navy yard is daily 
growing more apparent. So far there has been but a 
very unsatisfactory response to the requisitions for men 
that have been repeatedly sent out from the construc- 
tion department. 

The U.S.S. lowa, Captain Perry, arrived at the navy 
yard, New York. May 7. to replace her twelve-inch 
gun, which was damaged by an explosion on April 9, 
and for general repairs. Captain Perry has been ordered 
detached to assume duties as captain of the navy yard. 

The final trial trip of the new monitor Wyoming al 
San Francisco, has proved satisfactory. She returned 
May 7 from a forty-eight-hour cruise at full speed, hav- 
ing made under natural draught an average of ten knots 
an hour for the cruise. When conditions were partic- 
ularly favorable the boat made 10.87 knots an hour. 
The 12-inch guns were each fired three times, and all 
the other guns were fired once. These had been recently 
tested. The entire battery worked satisfactorily. 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy has ordered an 
investigation of the alleged improper destruction of about 
$40,000 worth of smokeless powder on the cruiser 
Olympia. It seems that this powder was condemned and 
then thrown overboard from the Olympia while that 
vessel was off the coast of Honduras last March. The 
ammunition was found to be defective by a board of 
survey appointed by Captain Henry W. Lyon. <Ac- 
cording to the story (for the matter is being kept quiet 
by the officials of the Navy Department) the Navy 
Department ordered tests of similar powder remaining 
on the Olympia when she subsequently arrived at Pen- 
sacola, to be made by Lieut. W. O. Chance and Mr. 
Patterson, powder chemist at the Naval Proving 
Grounds at Indian Head. Their report states that the 
samples of the powder examined met all the require- 
ments of the Navy. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Department is 
considering the advisability of strengthening the big 
guns of the Navy near the end of the muzzle to make 
them better able to withstand the high pressure ex- 
erted on that part of the gun by smokeless powder. 
The recent explosion of the 12-inch gun on the battle- 
ship lowa is considered a very serious matter in its 
effect upon the enlisted personnel of the Navy, and 
everything possible will be done to make the guns 
stronger: where it is thought they may now be weak. 
It is held by some ordnance experts that the accident to 
the gun on the Iowa demonstrated that with the smoke- 
less powder the strain on the gun continues through 
the entire length to a greater extent than when brown 
powder is the charge. The older guns of the battleships 
were designed for brown powder, and, consequently, may 
have to’ be strengthened by the use of steel hoops and 
jackets. It is evident that an increase in the weight 
or the muzzle end of the gun will shift the gravity and 
necessitate slight changes in the machinery in the tur- 
rets. Before coming to any conclusion concerning these 
guns it would seem to be necessary to explain why 
the hoops of the Iowa’s gun gave way one after the 
other and on different lines of cleavage. This would 
indicate the want of homogeneous action by the metal of 
the gun which suggests a defect in the method of 
construction. 

The final report of the special board of naval officers 
appointed by the Secretary of the Navy to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the boilers of the battleship Maine 
has been received by the Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
and will probably be made public soon. The report deals 
in detail with the present condition of the boilers of the 
Maine, which are of the Niclausse type, and also speaks 
of their conduct during the recent cruise of the ship. In 
the opinion of the members of the board the Niclausse 
boiler is not adapted to naval purposes. What action 
will finally be taken by the Navy Department as a result 
of this report it is still impossible to determine, but the 
most careful consideration is being given to the matter

fact that several of the vessels now under construction 
for the Navy are to be fitted with the Niclausse boiler 
unless their contracts are changed.

G.O. 13, APRIL 17, NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

In order that enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps sentenced by general court-martial to discha:,. 
at the expiration of terms of confinement may in no case 
be turned adrift in destitute condition, and inasmuch 
as, under recent decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, the sums of money usually excepted from for- 
feiture by the terms of a court-martial sentence, as 
allowances for prison expenses and upon release and dis. 
charge, may not be paid a prisoner in debt to the Govern- 
ment, the Department directs that hereafter the follow- 
ing rules be observed: 

Officers submitting reports against enlisted men and 
recommending their trial by general court-martial shall 
in every case transmit with the report a complete state- 
ment of the man’s pay account (and, in case there be onic, 
of his clothing account also) as of the date of such re- 
port. 

When the trial of a man by general court-martial is 
ordered, the judge advocate shall be furnished with the 
above indicated information, and it shall be the duty 
of the court, in case of conviction and the imposition of a 
sentence involving the loss of pay during a stated pe- 
riod of confinement, with discharge from the Service at 
the expiration thereof, to ascertain whether he is in debt 
to the United States, and if so, to except in terms from 
forfeiture a portion of the pay accruing during confine- 
ment sufficient to discharge his indebtedness. This sum 
shall always be specifically stated in dollars and cents, 
and will be exclusive of the pay exempted from for- 
feiture to provide prison expenses and a sum of money 
upon his discharge

G.O, 127, APRIL 27, NAVY DEPARTMEN'. 

The attention of all persons in the naval service of 
the United States, whose duty it is or may be to super- 
vise or perform work in connection with the inspection, 
care, preparation, or handling of explosives, or who shall 
have charge of powder magazines, is hereby called to the 
importance and necessity of the exercise of the utmost 
care in the performance of such duties. All existing 
tegulations and instructions bearing on this subject and 
such as may be hereafter issued, must be rigidly observed, 
and no relaxation of vigilance with respect to them must 
ever be permitted. 

Workmen engaged in the handling, preparation, or 
transportation of ammunition must be carefully super- 
vised by those in authority over them, and they must 
frequently be warned of the necessity of using the ut- 
most caution in the performance of their work, as it is 
only by such means that accidents can be prevented, 
as familiarity with work, no matter how dangerous, is 
upt to lead to carelessness,

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DISPOSING OF THE SOLDIER DEAD. 


14 Ru Cimarosa, Paris, April 12. 
To THe EpiTror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the last number of the Forum I made the state- 
ment that the Japanese were the only nation that had 
solved that most difficult problem—the return of the 
remains of the dead during a war beyond sea to the 
homes of the afflicted relatives, and I concluded by 
asking what nation on this side of the globe has 
anything like this or even tried to do it. 

In your issue of March 28 you say that my state- 
ment “is obviously based on a misapprehension of the 
facts,” and then proceed to give an account of what 
the U.S. is doing in the Philippines, etc. 

I must confess that I had not expected exactly that 
kind of criticism. The military problem here presented 
is to discover the most sanitary and the cheapest method 
of returning the remains to the relatives, no matter 
how the soldiers may have died. The Japanese have 
found the answer in cremation and a suitably organ- 
ized system of religious services, shipment, transfer, 
burial, etc. 

I am well aware that the U.S. Government has made 
the most generous appropriations to bring home the 
remains of all who have died in battle or of non-con- 
tageous diseases, but because we have spent large sums 
during the past five years in the same manner that the 
Chinese have been doing for five thousand years, does 
not show that we have advanced the solution of the 
military problem at all. I have heard of no cremation 
in the Philippines, either public or private.

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NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 


The preliminary surveys and plans have all been com- 
pleted for the immense wireless telegraph station which 
the Navy Department is to erect at Cape Henry. The 
expert engineers of the Government have visited the 
spot and located the exact place where the immense 
mast that is to carry the instruments is to be situated. 
The Department has now set itself to the task of secur- 
ing the necessary rights from the Cape Henry Land Co., 
which owns the “sand mountdin” atop of which it is 
proposed to plant the mast and erect the station. As 
soon as these details shall have been concluded, the 
equipment department of this navy yard will proceed with 
the preparation of the instruments. The plans are all 
in the custody of Comdr, Clinton K. Curtis, chief equip- 
ment officer of this naval station. The masts that will 
support the instruments almost three hundred feet above 
the surface are being made in the mast house 01 the 
yard. They are immense timbers, and it will be necessary 
to stay them much after the manner of a ship’s mast. 

The important uses to which the station will be put are 
manifold. It is believed that messages can be transmitted 
entirely across the ocean with it, but the principal ad- 
vantage of such a position midway on the Atlantic coast 
and at the important military and naval center of Hamp- 
ton Road would be that scout ships, in time of war 
could report the approach of an enemy, while continuing 
to watch him, which would be impossible if she had to 
run in to report. Fleets in war or peace could report 
their whereabouts from midocean, and disabled vessels, 
such as the Alexander, which drifted about helplessly for 
a fortnight recently, could tell the searchers where to 
look for them. The reason for the Department's desire 
to have the station at Cape Henry as soon as possible 
is the urgent .necessity for communicating with the 
fleet on its southern winter cruises. A station at Dry 
Tortugas or Tampa is included in the plans. The message 
from Cape Henry could at these points be accurately re- 
laid to the ships in the Gulf or Caribbean. Since the 
Cape Henry project has become known Commander Cur- 
tis has been flooded with letters asking about it. The 
Surveyor of Customs of New York believes that it would 
be a good thing for the Customs service, and is interesting 
himself greatly in the matter. It is pointed out that 
the Cape Henry station will be for service and not ex- 
periment. The Government undoubtedly has perfected 
its own system of wireless telegraphy and is now pre- 
pared to use it, 

There is great activity aboard the torpedo boat flotilla 
now at this navy yard. Preparations are making to send 
the little boats to sea at the earliest possible moment. 
There is also much work going on over at the torpedo 
lie-up slips, where the flotilla of torpedo boats in re- 
serve are tied up. It is proposed that as soon as these 
destroyers can be made ready the series of tests that is 
to be made of their efficiency as scouts shall begin. 

These tests will be made under service conditions in 
the Chesapeake Bay and will consist of the most 
rigid trials of the endurance and general stability of 
the boats under full speed at sea, just as though they 
were scouting for an enemy, and, finding him, intended 
running for home with the news. Meantime, the flotilla 
under Lieut. L. H. Chandler will be despatched as soon 
as the vessels composing it are ready to sail, to join the 
North Atlantic Squadron and participate in the evolutions 
on the home station. 

A novel method has been adopted by the commanding 
officer of this force for distinguishing the different mem- 
bers of his flotilla at sea. The vessels will each carry 
at their mast heads a device different from that carried 
by any other boat in the flotilla. The Decatur, flagship, 
will have only bare poles, but the Dale will carry a 
cone, which can be distinguished several miles off, the 
Chauncey, a design of slats, the Barry a ball, etc. The 
boats are being equipped with new signal masts and yards 
at this yard, and these designs are being attached to the 
mast heads. The baby warships will be put through 
their paces this year as never before since they have bev 
part of the Navy. It is the intention of the Department 
to ascertain their sphere of greatest usefulness and 
assign them to it.

Capt. A. M. Seyster, Co. L, 24 Regiment of Kansas, is 
enthusiastic over the Fort Riley maneuvers of last year, 
and says: ‘The prospects of again encamping with the 
regular troops at Fort Riley, has given the men such an 
active interest in the last several weeks that I am in- 
deed surprised. In this connection I want to say that the 
benefits to the Guard from the encampment last fall can- 
not be estimated. My men came home with a spirit, 
with ideas and with a bearing that they could not have 
gotten from a dozen encampments of State troops alone. 
My theory is that those things have to be imbibed. The 
greater part of my men went with the fear that they 
would be guyed and made sport of, but were treated with 
such courtesy, kindness and consideration by officers 
and men of the Regular establishment that I expect to 
meet with no more excuses along that line.” 

Lieut. Col. Henry Wygant, 6th U.S. Inf., from Fort 
Leavenworth, has been appointed to inspect the militia 
of Arkansas. This State has two regiments of twelve 
companies each and six separate companies of Infantry, 
two troops of Cavalry, and a battery of Light Artillery. 
The State has a total strength of 2,180 organized militia. 

Major William C. Butler and Major Daniel H. Brush, 
25th U.S. Inf., from Fort Niobrara, have been appointed 
to inspect the militia of Iowa. Iowa has four regiments 
“ twelve companies each of Infantry and a total strength 
of 2,600. 

Major James Lockett, 4th U.S. Cav., from Fort Riley, 
has been assigned to the supervision of the inspection or 
the militia of Kansas. This State has a brigade of 
two regiments of twenty-five companies and two batteries 
of Artillery, having an aggregate strength of about 1,400. 

Major William A. Shunk, 8th U.S. Cav., from Jefferson 
Barracks, will inspect the militia of Missouri. Missouri 
has two regiments of Infantry of ten companies, one of 
eleven companies, one of seven companies, a battalion of 
six companies, and two companies unattached, and one 
Light Battery, a total strength of about 2,700. 

Major Charles G. Starr, 25th U.S. Inf., from Fort Reno, 
has been appointed special inspeCting officer for the 
militia of Oklahoma Territory. Oklahoma has one regi- 
ment of twelve companies of Infantry, one troop of 
Cavalry, and a battery of Light Artillery, with a total 
strength of about 800. 

Inspections of the National Guard of Delaware by 
Major W. B. Homer, U.S.A., will be made as follows: 
Headquarters, band and Companies A, C, F and K, 
Wilmington, May 11; Co. H, New Castle, May 12; Co. 
B, Milford, May 13; Co. G, Bridgeville, May 14. 

Capt. J. C. W. Brooks, Art. Corps, U.S.A., stationed 
at Fort Barrancas, has been directed to inspect the Flor- 
ida State troops. This State has two regiments of Inran- 
try of twelve companies each and two Light Batteries. 

Capt. J. K, Miller, 8th U.S. Inf., stationed at Fort 
Wood, New York, has been detailed to inspect the Na- 
tional Guard of New Jersey. This State has a division 
of two brigades, five regiments of twelve separate com- 
panies each. of Infantry, two troops of Cavalry, and two 
Feld Batteries. 

Col. James G. White, inspector general of rifle practice 

, of Massachusetts, is authorized to select, have charge, 
train and command a rifle team to represent the M.V.M. 
at the rifle competition which will take piace at Sea Girt, 
New Jersey, Sept. 2 to 12. A competition for places on 
the team will take place at Walnut Hill Wednesday, 
May 20. 

Former Col. Robert W. Leonard, of the 12th N.Y. and 
U.8.V., reviewed the 12th Regiment at its armory in 
New York city on the evening of May 4. Major T. C. 
Buek, in the absence of Colonel Dyer in Cuba, being in 
command. The regiment paraded twelve commands oti 
sixteen files, divided into three battalions. Major Huston 
commanded the first battalion, Captain Burr the second, 
and Captain Benkard the third. Colonel Leonard was 
accompanied by ex-Lieut. F. M. Vermilye, of the 12th. 
The formation for review in line of masses was very 
effectively made, and the regiment presented a handsome 
appearance. In the passage, distances were faulty in 
several companies, but otherwise there was nothing de- 
serving of criticism. Evening parade followed, the men 


being steady and the manual well executed. Dancing 
followed. 
The season for the small arms practice of 1903 of the 
Kansas National Guard began May 1 and will close 
Nov. 30, 


Adjutant Gen. Geo. F, Gardner, of Colorado, has issued 
a very interesting report for the year 1892, which is pro- 
fusely illustrated by copies of photographs of the Colo- 
rado battalion in camp with the U.S. troops at Fort Riley, 
and other subjects. General Gardner says that the State 
has a body of men ready at any time. for the service, 
loyal in the highest degree to the welfare of the nation 
and the State they represent. The guard numbers 1,111 
officers and men, consisting of two regiments of Infantry, 
one squadron of Cavalry, one battery of Artillery, one 
signal corps and a Medical Department. The guard as 
a whole is said to be sadly deficient in rifle practice, and 
it is recommended by Captain Winters, nspector of 
Small Arms Practice, that each officer and man be re- 
quired to take part in rifle practice each year. 

Capt. Edward L. King, 2d U.S. Cav., from Fort Sheri- 
dan, has been detailed to inspect the militia of Illinois 
in addition to the officers already designated. 

Capt. H. H. Sargent, 24d U.S. Cav., from Fort Ethan 
Allen, will inspect the militia of Vermont. Vermont has 
one regiment of twelve companies of Infantry. 

Capt. W. H. Johnston, 16th U.S. Inf., stationed at Fort 
McPherson, Ga., has been directed to inspect the Na- 
tional Guard of Alabama. This State has a brigade of 
three regiments of twelve companies, a squadron of four 
troops of Cavalry, a battalion of four batteries of Ligu 
Artillery, with a total strength of about 3,000. 

Capt, James A. Shipton, U.S. Art. Corps, stationed at 
Fort Rodman, has been detailed to assist Major R. H. 
Patterson, Art. Corps, in making the inspections of the 
militia of the State of Massachusetts. his State has 
two brigades of five regiments of twelve companies each 
of Infantry, one regiment of twelve companies of Heavy 
Artillery, three batteries of Light Artillery, three troops 
of Cavalry, beside the cadet corps of eight companies. 
The inspection of the National Guard of Mississippi will 
be made by Capt. W. D. Newhbill, U.S. Art. Corps, who 
is stationed at Jackson Barracks. Mississippi has three 
regiments of Infantry of twenty-four companies alto- 
gether, a squadron of two troops of Cavalry, and five 
batteries of Artillery, with a total strength of about 
1c 

The presence of the entire 54th Regiment, lowa National 
Guard, at St. Louis during the ceremonies attending 
the dedication of the Exposition, was availed of to enable 
Major Brush, 2%th Inf., the inspecting officer for Iowa, 
to inspect the regiment as a whole. 

Major John Newton, 16th U.S. Inf., stationed at Fort 
McPherson, has been directed to inspect the militia of 
North Carolina, Which has a brigade of two regiments 
of twelve companies of Infantry and one regiment of 


eleven companies, and a battery of Light Artillery, with 
a total strength of about 2,000. 

The members of the Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors of the House of Representatives, on 
the Harlem River at New York city during their tour 
of the waters on May 5, were given a well-timed salute 
of 17 guns from Fort George by Captain Wendel’s ist 
Battery, which on the oecasion was in command of Lieut. 
8S. Elkan. The 2d Battery, Captain Wilson, fired a 
salute at Kin dge. 

Governor Odell, of New York, on May 6 signed Assem- 
blyman Hughes’ bill, designea to prevent discrimination 
on the part of labor unions against members of. the 
National Guard. The bill refers equally to labor unions ° 
and employers, making it a misdemeanor to interfere in 
any way with the employment of a person who is a 
member of the National Guard on account of such mem- 
bership, or to dissuade a person from enlisting by threat 
of injury with reference to his employment, trade or bust- 
ness. It especially forbids any trade or, ization from 
passing any resolution or any bylaw iminating in 
the matter of rt against any member of the 
National Guard. The act is to take effect on Sept. 1. 

Labor unions in Omaha have begun a campaign to pre- 
vent their members from serving in the National Guard. 
Just how enlisted men of the guard can “resign,” from 
the military, as a newspaper despatch says a number 
have done, is not clear, and the despatch must be in error 
in this respect. 

Adjutant General Stewart, of Pennsylvania, announces 
that in view of the exchange by the United States Gov- 
ernment of the arms now in use by the National Guard, 
the opening of the season for rifle practice for the cur- 
rent year will be postponed for the present. When it is 
ascertained definitely at what time the exchange will be 
made, General Orders governing rifle practice will be 
ssu . 

Adjutant General Wickersham, of Delaware, has issued 
orders publishing the act amending the laws of the 
State concerning the maintenance and discipline of the 
National Guard. The force in time of peace is not to 
exceed 675 officers and men, composed in one regiment 
of not more than eight companies. 

The names of the enlised men of the Michigan Na- 
tional Guard, who are dishonorably discharged for failure 
to perform their obligations to the State, are published 
prominently in oraers from General Heaaquarters, which 
are read at the parade of the organization to which the 
delinquents belong. 

Company A, 53d Infantry, Iowa National Guard, stood 
No. 1 in the State in general standing at inspection and 
rifle practice. At inspection its percentage was 74.25, and 
in target practice 25, making a total of 99.25. 

Company F, Ist Regiment of Infantry of Maine, is 
disbanded, this company having fallen below the proper 
standard. 

Capt. Simon P. Doherty has been elected major of the 
Ist Infantry of Delaware. 

Capt. F. E. Todor, formerly of Co. D, 24 Regiment, 
North Carolina N.G., having served more than ten years, 
is, at his own request, placed on the retired list. 

Adjutant General Royster, of North Carolina, has 1is- 
sued orders publishing the laws governing the troops of 
the State, with amendments to date. 

Adjutant General Brown, of Michigan, announces that 
the State has adopted the Army uniform with a few 
minor exceptions. 

Adjutant General Dalton, of Massachusetts, has issued 
regulations for the uniform of the Massachusetts Vol- 
unteer Militia, with the exception of the Naval Brigade 
and the Cadet Corps, who will continue to wear their 
distinctive uniforms. The regulations will take effect 
June 1, 19088, by which date all officers will he equipped 
and uniformed with dress uniform complete, dress cap, 
new regulation saber, saber knots, spurs, gloves, and 
belt as provided. Officers will not be oblig to supply 
themselves with the other articles called for in this 
order except as the same comparative articles shall be 
issued to the enlisted men, when they will immediately 
equip themselves; provided, however, that by June 1, 
1944, all officers shall be completely uniformed and 
equipped as provided. New uniforms and equipments for 
enlisted men, including stripes and chevrons, will be is- 
sued as soon as same can be drawn from the United 
States Government, until which time the present ones 
shall be worn. 

Adjutant General Farnham, of Maine, announces the 
following officers as the Staff of the Commander-in-Chief:

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BOOKS WORTH READING. 
“The Journal of Field Marshal Count Von Blumenthal 
for 1866 and 1870-71, by Count Albrecht Von Blumen- 
thal, which comes to us from Edward Arnold, London, 


is a translation by Major A. D. Gillespie-Addison of the 
published journals of the renowned Field-Marshal dur- 
ing two campaigns in which he served as Chief of Staff 
and Counselor to the Emperor Frederick. They are 
fragmentary notes relating to the years 1866 and 1870- 
71. prepared by Von Blumenthal to serve for memoirs 
he proposed to write. They are full of interesting 
references to persons and events connected with the 
two’ campaigns in which this fine soldier bore such a 
conspicuous part and have professional as well as an 
historical value. 

“With Napoleon at St. Helena,” being the memoirs 
or Dr. John Stokoe, naval surgeon in attendance upon 
the Emperor during his captivity, is an interesting con- 
tribution to the history of the great individuality with 
which it deals. The work consists largely of reminis- 
cences of Napoleon in exile written by a sy thetic 
and intelligent English professional man with whom he 
was exceptionally frank and amiable. Dr. Stokoe’s 
account of the closing days of his distinguished patient 
is highly dramatic and is probably the most anthentic 
description of the final scene in his tragi¢ career. The 
historic value of the work, however, will doubtless be 
considerably discounted in view of the fact that its 
author was an ardent partizan of Napoleon and was 
evidently inclined to agree with the Jatter’s declaration 
that he was a victim of assassination at the hands of 
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the British. The work is published by John Lane, New 
ork. 


In “A Daughter of the Sioux,” published by The 
Hobart Company, New York, General Charles King, 
Captain, U.S.A, retired, has written a story of Army 
and Indian life in the great west which no reader will 
feel like potting aside until he has finished the last 
chapter. _ The story abounds in the virile atmosphere of 
soldier life in the northwest, it reveals the author’s 
thorough knowledge of Indian character and habit, and 
it is so full of motion and real human nature that it 
seems almost like a narration of personal experience. 
Into the fabric of his work General King has woven 
a dainty and wholesome love story which is quite irre- 
sistible. 

The J. B. Lippincott Company, Philadelphia, blish 
“The Night Side of London,” written by oper Mane 
ray, and illustrated by Tome Brown, which, besides 
being a remarkably handsome specimen of the book- 
maker’s art, presents a profoundly impressive study of 
certain social conditions in the British Capital. The 
work is entirely calm and non-sensational, being en- 
tirely descriptive in treatment. The life and environ 
ment with which it deals are pictured with a realism 
which is positively . fascinating. 

Among the recent publications of Little, Brown & 
Co. of Boston, is a translation by Jeremiah Curtin of 
Alexander Glovatski’s “Pharaoh and the Priest,” which 
presents that great Polish novelist at his best. With 
the exception of the works of George Ebers, there is no 
historical novel of ancient Egypt which contains so 
much of the color. sentiment and dramatic beauty of 
the life of which it treats, as the work under review. 
Until now Glovatski has been virtually unknown to 
American readers, but through Mr. Curtin’s admirable 
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translation he has received an exceptionally favorable 
introduction.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The decision to deprive the British cavalryman of his 
lance does not meet with the approval of the German 
military authorities, who regard it as the result of mis- 
leading teaching of wholly exceptional experiences in the 
Boer war when the British cavalry, though employed in 
large numbers, rarely got into touch with the enemy. 
They regard the step as a retrogressive one, opposed to 


the teaching of modern war. The same view is held by 
officers of the British army, including Colonel Haig, an 
authority on this subject who, in his testimony before the 
War Commission expressed his opinion that cavalry 
would have a larger sphere of action than formerly in 
future wars, and that the character of cavalry should 
be kept entirely distinct from that of mounted infantry. 
He was satisfied, from his South African experience, that 
the necessity of training cavalry to charge was as great 
as in the time of Napoleon. Commenting on this the 
Army and Navy Gazette says: “S'ue depreciation of cav- 
alry is, after all, only a passing delusion. The cavalry 
will still put their faith in the motto of that distin- 
guished regiment, the 16th Lancers, ‘Aut cursu, aut 
cominus armis.’” 


Some experiments made on the Italian warship Marc 
Antonio Colonna, in the Gulf of Genoa, are reported to 
L’ Illustration to have proved that a telephonic appliance 
lately invented by a naval officer can give warning of an 
approaching vessel when at such a distance that it is 
invisible to the naked eye. The appliance comprises a 
telephonic receiver which, when submerged, transmits the 
noise made by a moving vessel to a siren or fog horn in 
the captain's cabin. The Italian naval authorities de- 
clare that with this invention there is no longer anything 
to fear from submarines. 

The Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘Looking merely 
at the figures, the statement that the Navy estimates 
are increasing by leaps and bounds is certainly to some 
extent justified. In ten years, from 1892 to 1902, the 
total was increased by £17,000,000, more than doubling 
the amount. But we are not the only country that has 
moved in this direction, and others with far less reason. 
The cost of the navy of France in 1892 was £8,736,000. 
and in 1902 £12,272,000; Russia in 1892 spent £5,320,000 
on her fleet, and in 1902 it had been increased to £10,- 
241,000; Germany in 1892 voted £4,795,000, and in 1902 
£10,234,000; while the United States in the ten years 








has increased its expenditures from £6,505,000 to £16.- 
012,438. This is sufficient demonstration of the cease- 
less war of millions which is being carried on by the 
Powers. Ten years ago a battleship of the then first 
class cost about £850,000 to build; to-day the King Ed- 
ward VII, is costing over a million and a quarter ster- 
ling. In the same way the personne] has increased, and 
the King Edward VII. will carry over seventy more men 
than the Royal Sovereign. As for the difference between 
the coal bill of to-day and that of 1892 it is enormous, 
and a modern battleship carries 2,000 tons of coal, as 
against the 1,400 of the Royal Soverign class.” 


The Japanese naval maneuvers concluded with a grand 
review at on April 10, when 28 ships and 34 
torpedo craft were ranged in four lines, while a fifth 
line was formed of seven foreign vessels—two British 
(the Glory and Blenheim), one German, one Russian, 
one French, one Italian, and one American. The Em- 
peror’s vessel steamed slowly round the lines. After the 
review the Emperor gave an audience to the foreign 
Ministers and naval officers, and 1,300 Japanese and for- 
eigners were subsequently entertained at luncheon on 
board the cruisers Asama and Izumo. The Dmperor, in a 
message, praised the obvious progress made by the navy, 
and declared that the conditions of nations at present de- 
pended on the development of their navies. He urged 
both officers and men to renew their exertions to consum- 
mate his wishes.

OUR MARINES AT OLONGAPO. 


Headquarters 2d Reg., U.S.M.C., Olongapo, P.I., March 

18, 1903. 

An order was recently issued by the Commander in 
Chief of the Asiatic station directing that the head- 
quarters of the 2d Regiment, U.S.M.C., be located at 
Olongapo, P.I., and that the 500 men stationed there 
be held intact for any special duty that might be re- 
quired of them. These 500 Marines are all selected 
men and are rapidly being whipped into a high state of 
efficiency by the officers stationed there. under com- 
mand.of Major Lincoln Karmany, U.S.M.C. There are 
five companies of 100 men each, officered as follows: 
Major Lincoln Karmany, commanding; 1st Lieut. R. 8. 
Hooker, adjt.; Ist Lieut. H. I. Roosevelt, Q.M.; F. L. 
Benton, P.A. surg.; Capt. Arthur Mathews, commanding. 
Co. F.; 1st Lieut. H. R. Lay; 2d Lieut. Chandler Camp- 
bell; Capt. F. L. Bradman, commanding Co. C.; 1st Lieut. 
G. H. Mather; 2d Lieut. W. A. Pickering; Capt. A. T. 
Marix, commanding Co. D.; 1st Lieut. R. R. Wallace; 2d 
Lieut. Frank Halford; 1st Lieut. B. F. Rittenhouse, 
commanding Co. B., (temporary); Ist Lieut. T. A. 
Mott; 2d Lieut. P. M. Rixey. 

The artillery is divided into four sections with Lieuts. 
Evans, Reisinger, Gridley and McDougal each in com- 
mand of one 3-inch field piece. 

There is a rumor current in Manila and Cavite that 
ere long U.S. forces will again be campaigning in China 
and many naval and marine officers believe that the 
Olongapo detachment of marines will be the first of the 
American troops to land in China, should the necessity 
require that armed forces be sent there, and, under 
command of such an able soldier as Major Karmany, 
we may expect that these marines will make a distin- 
guished record for themselves, as marines always do. 
Rear Admiral Cooper, second in command of the Asiatic 
station, recently paid a visit to this station, and after 
making an inspection of the marines, entertained the 
ladies of the station aboard the flagship. His guests 
were Major Karmany, Lieut. and Mrs. Hooker, Lieut. 
and Mrs. Rittenhouse, Lieut. and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Surgeon Wilson and wife. From the laughter and 
music which came to the ears of those less fortunate 


who remained ashore, it is certain that the Admiral 
entertained his guests in his usual fine manner. The 
officers stationed here are looking forward with pleasant 
anticipation to the arrival of Mrs. Rixey, the bride of 
Lieut. P. M. Rixey, U.S.M.C., who is expected here 
about April 1. 

The ladies of the Marine Barracks, Mrs. Rittenhouse, 
Mrs. Hooker, Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. Wilson, fre- 
quently add to the pleasure of the bachelor officers by 
having them enjoy the pleasant sensation of a home 
dinner. Companies C and D, under command of Cap- 
tains Bradman and Marix, have recently been engaged 
in hiking over the surrounding country. Companies B 
and F will ‘soon be engaged in the same manner. The 
communication between Manila and Olongapo has been 
much improved of late, there being two round trips a 
week by both the U.S. tug Piscataqua and the native 
coastwise steamer. The “Order of the Bat” is some- 
thing new. It was started by four of the officers at 
Olongapo and is limited to that number in membership. 
To say the least, the name is rather suggestive.

PHILIPPINE COURTS MARTIAL. 


To the New York Times we are indebted for an ex- 
ceptionally lucid and broad-minded view of a certain 
form of embarrassment which constantly threatens of- 
ficers of the Army serving in the Philippines. ‘The 
Times prefaces its remarks with the following extracts 
from a letter written by an officer stationed in the 
Southern Philippines whose name, for obvious reasons, 
is not disclosed: 

“The truth is, all the officers out here, to use a slang 
expression, are ‘buffaloed,’ and are afraid to do anything 
for fear of a court-martial. You cannot realize the 
mischief the different trials out here have worked. ‘This 
is especially so down here in the Moro country, where the 
people are being handled very gingerly, to an extent, 
indeed, that would seem incredible to you. The officer 
who precipitated a war with the Moros, no matter how 
well he might be justified in taking the step, would 
probably get a court-martial out of it. * * * The com- 
manding officer here is bound hand and foot, and is unable 
to take vigorous action. Everything has to be re- 
perted at headquarters before any expedition can be 
undertaken, and so we must sit with folded hands and 
raging hearts and ‘wait for orders.’ We are certainly 
sowing the wind, and some poor devils some day will 
reap the whirlwind.” 

Commenting on this letter, The Times says: ‘“With- 
out doubt this is the feeling of the Army in the Philip- 
pines. A soldier is the last man in the world to stir 
up unnecessary strife, for it is he who has to do the 
fighting. But the effect of the courts-martial in the 
Philippines is that we make war, when we have to 
make it, with one hand tied behind us. Officers feel 
themselves responsible to a public opinion in the United 
States which they know to be uninformed, and which 
they also know that malicious attempts are making to 
crganize against them. War is always full or severities 
and horrors. To know whether the severities are un- 
just or the horrors avoidable one must know all the 
circumstances of the case. When officers accused of 
too vigorous a prosecution of hostilities or too early a 
beginning of hostilities are court-martialed in the Philip- 
pines, they are judged, so to say, by a jury of the vicin- 
age. They are judged by their peers, who know the 
situation. And the result is that almost invariably the 
uninformed agitators in the United States rebel against 
this only expert judgment, and insist that there is a ‘con- 
spiracy’ among the officers in the Philippines to shield 
one another. What is of more importance, the mere 
fact of a court-martial is regarded by officers as a 
stigma, a stigma which they are extremely loath to in- 
cur. The letter writer whose letter we are taking for 
a text enumerates circumstances of extreme provocation 
under which commanding officers have remained in- 
active. We do not repeat the enumeration for fear of 
identifying the officer. But it is perfectly plain that 
our interests in the Philippines are suffering from the 
well-founded fear of officers that the action they know 
to be desirable may expose them to misconstruction 
and persecution. Moreover, an officer acquitted by a 
jury of his peers, who knows what his situation was, 
has still the risk to run of a public rebuke by the Presi- 
dent of the United States in the form of a disapproval 
of the findings of the court-martial which has acquitted 
him or which has inflicted upon him a merely nominal 
punishment for excess of zeal and vigor in the service 
of his country.”
